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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Chertsey  Rural, 
Chertsey,  W alton-on-Thames,  Weybridge  and  Windlesham  Urban 
Districts. 


Mrs.  Boyce  and  Gentlemen, 

1 herewith  submit  my  Reports  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition 
of  the  combined  Districts  of  the  Chertsey  Union.  I have  estimated  the 
population  of  the  combined  Districts  at  47,724. 

The  number  of  nett  deaths  was  436  and  the  Death  Kate  for  the  year 
was  9.1  per  1000,  the  rates  varying  from  8.3  per  1000  in  the  Walton 
District  to  10.3  per  1000  in  the  Chertsey  Urban  and  Windlesham 
1 )istricts. 

In  1911  the  Death  Rate  was  10.6  per  1000.  In  1910  it  was 
9.0  per  1000. 

Tlie  corrected  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  less  96  large 
towns  and  146  smaller  towns  was  12.1  jier  1000. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was 
13.3  per  1000. 

'I'he  Birth  K’ate  was  19.4  per  1000.  'I'his  is  ecpial  to  the  rate 
recorded  in  the  previous  year  but  is  1.4  per  1000  lower  than  the  Birth 
Kate  for  1910. 

'I'he  liighest  and  lowest  Birth  Rates  again  occurred  in  the  Chertsey 
Urban  and  Weybridge  Districts  respectiveh’. 

'I'he  Weybridge  Birth  Rate  (14.0  per  1000)  is  the  lowest  that  has 
yet  been  recorded.  'I'he  Birth  Rate  in  Weybridge  last  year  is  lower 
than  the  Death  Rate  of  20  years  ago  and  at  the  present  rate  of  decrease 
it  will  in  a few  years  vanish  into  nothingness. 
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50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  W'eybridge  last  year 
occurred  at  the  age  period  of  65  years  and  upwards  and  1 am  not  at  all 
sure  that  the  persistent  low  Birth  Rate  in  the  District  is  not  e\  en  now 
adversely  affecting  the  Death  Rate. 

Last  year  in  the  combined  Districts  there  was  an  excess  of  Births 
over  Deaths  of  492. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  less  the  largest  towns  and 
241  smaller  towns  was  22.6  per  1000.  h'or  the  whole  of  England  and 
XVales  it  was  23.8  per  1000. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  m all  the 
Districts  was  of  a satisfactory  nature.  It  ranged  from  66.6  per  lOOt) 
Births  in  the  Weybridge  District  to  the  remarkably  low  rate  of  35.5  in 
the  Walton  District. 

The  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  the  combined  Districts  was  57.1  r 
1000  Birtlis.  In  1911  it  was  102.3  per  ]()00. 

I'he  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  less  the  towns 
before  mentioned  was  86  per  1000  births.  l-'or  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  it  was  95  per  1000. 

213  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  notibed  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  217  and  268  notifications  in  the  two  previous  \ ears. 

92  cases  were  notified  in  the  Chertsey  Urban  District,  45  in  the 
Cliertsey  Rural  District,  41  at  Walton,  25  at  Windlesham  and  only  10 
at  Weybridge. 

I he  attack  rate  was  ecpial  to  4.4  per  1000  of  the  population.  d'he 
corresponding  rate  in  1911  was  4.6  and  in  1910,  5.8. 


75  cases  of  Scarlet  I'ever  were  notified,  this  disease  accounting  for 
rather  more  than  a third  of  the  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  that  were  notified.  The  majority  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Districts. 

The  attack  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  from  Scarlet  Fever  was 
1.5  with  a case  mortality  of  2.6  per  cent.  In  the  prev  ious  year  the  attack 
rate  was  2.3  per  1000  and  the  fatality,  1.8  per  cent. 

. There  were  52  cases  of  Diphtheria,  5 more  than  were  notified  in 
1911.  2 deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred  prior  to  the  receipt  of 

notification  and  owing  to  the  disease  assuming  a more  severe  form  than 
has  been  met  with  in  the  Districts  for  some  years  the  case  mortality,  11.3 
per  cent.,  was  comparatively  high. 

riie  most  favourable  feature  with  respect  to  Infectious  Diseases  was 
the  absence  of  any  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  contracted  within  the  Districts 
as  in  the  only  case  notified,  the  disease  was  probably  contracted 
elsewhere. 

In  1911,  7 cases  were  notified.  4 of  which  were  contracted  within  the 
I )istri('ts. 

Bacteriological  e.xaminations  of  specimens  from  suspected  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Phthisis  and  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  are  carried 
out  for  the  Councils  at  the  Lister  Institute. 

217  si^ecimens  were  forwarded  during  the  year.  In  the  previous 
year  only  1 40  examinations  were  made.  The  majority  of  the  examinations 
made  last  year  were  of  swabs  from  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  184 
specimens  having  been  forwarded,  of  which  number  90  were  from  the 
Chertsey  Urban  IFstrict  and  57  from  the  Chertsey  Rural  District. 

30  si)ecimens  of  Sputum  were  forwarded  from  doubtful  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  In  the  previous  year  only  4 examinations  had 
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been  re(iuested.  One  examination  was  made  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid  from 
a suspected  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  but  the  organism  associated 
with  the  disease  was  not  found. 

Only  two  specimens  were  forwarded  for  examination  from  doubtful 
cases  of  Enteric  f'ever  and  in  both  instances  the  Widal  reaction  was 
nef^ative. 

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  were  not  so  prevalent  in  the 
Districts  last  year  as  in  the  previous  year.  In  1911  I received  from  the 
Head  Teachers  of  the  different  Schools  1,792  notices  respecting  children 
who  had  been  excluded  from  School  on  account  of  Infectious  ftisease. 

Last  year  I received  1,284,  notices  of  exclusions  on  account  of 
Infectious  and  Contagious  diseases.  The  notices  referred  to  168  cases  of 

Mea.sles,  77  of  Whooping  Cough,  321  of  German  Measles,  228  of  Mumps, 

» 

407  of  Chicken  Pox,  3 of  Scabies,  32  of  Ringworm,  33  of  Contagious 
Impetigo,  and  14  of  Pediculosis. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  Orders  weie  made  by  the  Constituent 
Authorities  and  approved  b\-  the  Local  Government  Board  whereby 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  and  Acute  PolioniN  elilis  were  made  notihable  for  a 
period  of  5 years.  In  August  the  Local  Government  Board  issued 
Regulations  making  these  diseases  notihable  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales. 


The  Regulations  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  unless 
revoked  by  them  will  be  in  force  in  the  Districts  w’hen  the  time  limit 
sj^ecihed  by  the  District  Councils  has  expired. 

'I'he  only  case  reported  during  the  year  was  a mild  case  of  Acute 
1 oliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis)  that  occurred  in  the  Walton  District 
in  December. 


On  January  1st,  1909,  Regulations  made  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  1908  providing  for  the  notification  of  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  the  inmates  of  Poor  Law  Institutions  or 
amongst  persons  under  the  care  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  came 
into  force. 

Further  Regulations  were  made  in  1911  and  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  of  May  in  that  year  whereby  notifications  had  to  be  made  of  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurring  amongst  patients  attending  Hospitals 
and  similar  institutions,  and  in  November  1911  additional  Regulations 
were  made  which  provided  for  the  general  notification  of  all  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  last  named  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  January  1st  1912. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  that  have  occurred 
from  Phthisis  in  each  P^istrict  during  the  period  1903-1912: —

From  the  above  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  yearly  average  number 
of  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  years  1903-11  was 
36.2,  and  according  to  this  it  was  estimated  that  about  100  notifications 
would  be  received  during  the  past  year. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  estimate  was  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
number  actually  notified,  as  only  63  notifications  were  received  and  20  per 
cent,  of  these  were  of  persons  who  had  only  recently  come  into  one  or 
other  of  the  Districts  or  were  temporarily  resident  therein. 


12  cases  were  notified  from  the  Chertsey  K’ural  District,  19  from  the 
Chertsey  Urban  District,  17  from  Walton,  5 from  Weybridge  and  10 
from  Windlesham. 

d'he  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  0.44  jter  1000 
as  compared  with  rates  of  0.85,  0.78  and  0.93  per  1000  in  the  three 
preceding  years. 

The  highest  Death  Rate  during  the  jiast  10  years  was  1.1  jier  1000 
in  1903. 

29  cases  have  had  or  are  having  Sanatorium  or  Institutional 
treatment. 

1 0 of  the  notifications  were  in  respect  of  persons  who  were  insured 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act  and  provision  has  now  been  made  for 
all  those  who  were  willing  to  accept  Sanatorium  benefit. 

The  cjuestion  of  administrative  action  with  resi)ect  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  has  been  considered  by  all  the  District  Councils  and  in 
response  to  a circular  letter  from  the  Surrey  County  Council  it  was  agreed  to 
let  such  action  lie  with  the  County  Council,  this  being  in  accordance  with 
the  recommeiulation  of  the  Departmental  Committee  as  set  forth  in  their 
Interim  Report  aiul  also  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Local 
( lOve  rumen  t Hoard. 
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The  County  Council  has  not  yet  been  in  a position  to  take  action 
with  respect  to  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  except  amongst  insured 
persons.  More  tlian  five-sixths  of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Districts  last 
year  occurred  amongst  uninsured  jiersons. 

Institutional  treatment  has  been  obtained  for  a large  proportion  of 
cases  in  tliis  class,  but  it  is  essential  that  the  treatment  as  at  present 
provided  for  insured  persons  should  be  extended  to  other  cases  if  the 
disease  is  effectix’ely  dealt  with. 

« 

'Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Local  Government  Poaid  issued  an 
Order  by  which  the  Regulations  of  190(S  and  1911  were  consolidated  and 
amended. 


'The  New  Regulations  came  into  force  on  I'ebruary  1st  of  the  present 
year,  and  they  pro\ide  for  notification  of  all  forms  of  tuberculous 
disease. 


All  the  Regulations  dealing  with  tuberculous  disease  ha\e  been 
made  under  Section  130  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1875  and  any  person 
who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obe\-  or  eat rv  out  the  regulations  is 
liable  to  a penalty  ot  1 00. 


.\rticle  lb  of  tlr^  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1912 
states  that  nothing  in  the  Regulations  shall  authorise  or  retiuire  the 
enforcement  of  any  enactment  w hich  renders  the  person  notified  liable  to 
a penalty  or  subjects  such  person  to  any  restrictions  affecting  himself. 
'J'his  Article  is  emphasised  by  the  Local  Giox'ernment  Ik)ard  in  their 
Circular  of  December  20th  1912,  wherein  the\-  call  attention  to  the 
difference  between  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  infectious  diseases  which 
are  made  notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act  1899, 
and  they  state  that  this  difl'erence  is  affirmed  bv  Article  16  above  referred 
to  and  is  the  basis  of  the  administrative  policy  of  the  Hoard  in  relation  to 
'Tidierculosis. 
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In  tny  opinion  the  Regulations  have  been  framed  with  much  too 
tender  a feeling  for  the  person  notified,  and  the  powers  of  Local  Authorities 
are  too  liiTiited. 

'I'he  infectious  character  of  Tuberculosis  is  undoubted,  the  manner 
by  wliich  infection  is  conveyed  is  known,  and  if  the  public  is  to  be 
protected  as  far  as  possible  from  infection  steps  must  be  taken  which 
may  affect  the  person  notified  whereby  in  certain  cases  his  emiffoyment 
may  be  interfered  with. 

In  certain  instances  it  must  be  a sacrifice  of  the  few  for  the  benefft 
of  the  many,  but  in  such  cases  those  who  reap  the  benefit  must  be 
prepared  to  make  compensation  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  received. 

Doctor  who  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  notify  a case  of 
Tuberculosis  is  now  liable  to  a penalty  of  ^100  and  in  the  case  of  a 
continuing  offence  to  a further  dail>'  irenalty  of  £50  for  every  day  during 
which  the  offence  continues. 

A hard  drinking  wastrel  may  have  been  notified  as  suffering  from 
Phthisis  and  he  may  transmit  the  germs  of  the  disease  over  the  edge  of 
his  pint  pot  or,  by  expectorating  freel\-  in  the  Inn  or  elsewhere,  endanger 
the  healtli  of  the  general  public,  lie  may  absolutely  refuse  to  take  the 
slightest  precautions  for  preventing  any  extension  of  the  disease  but  he 
is  liable  to  no  penalty  or  restriction.  The  Plack  List  should  surely  be 
revived  and  made  to  include  such  cases. 

In  these  two  instances  of  the  Doctor  and  the  S'willer  the  penalty  in 
the  one  case  and  the  lack  of  penalty  in  the  other  do  not  appeal  to  my 
itieas  of  fair  play  or  common  sense. 


Or  take  the  case  of  a man  suffering  from  Pulmonary  'I'uberculosis 
and  employed  in  milk'ing  cows.  His  daily  work  is  commenced  at  a time 
when  ex])ectoration,  it  any,  is  as  a rule  most  i)rofuse  and  his  work 


endangers  the  health  of  otliers.  In  such  instances  I certainly  think  the 
man’s  work  should  be  changed  and  other  employment  should  be  found  for 
him,  or  failing  this,  that  he  should  be  sufficiently  compensated  for  the 
interference  with  his  means  of  livelihood. 

Cases  such  as  I have  mentioned  are  not  imaginary  ones  and  although 
I fully  agree  that  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases  it  is  unnecessary  and 
undesirable  that  notification  should  involve  publicity  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  there  are  cases  which  call  for  and  would  justify  further  powers  being 
granted  to  Sanitary  .\uthorities  in  order  that  they  may  deal  with  the 
disease  in  the  most  effectual  manner. 

d'he  question  of  Sanatorium  treatment  has  within  the  last  year  or  two 
received  so  much  attention  in  the  Public  Press  that  it  is  in  some  quarters 
looked  upon  as  the  one  factor  that  is  necessary  to  eradicate  the  disease. 

Sanatoria  are  undoubtedly  a great  asset  in  the  warfare  that  is  being 
waged  against  Tuberculosis  and  1 have  no  desire  to  belittle  their 
importance  both  from  the  curative  and  the  educational  point  of  view,  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  every  case  is  not  suitable  for  a Sanatorium, 
nor  does  Sanatorium  treatment  cure  every  case. 

In  all  the  cases  that  are  cured,  in  all  the  cases  where  active  disease 
is  arrested,  there  are  so  many  foci  of  infection  less,  and  in  this  manner 
the  treatment  of  the  disease  and  the  prevention  thereof  go  hand  in 
hand. 

Your  duty  as  Health  Authorities  is  ot  course  directed  towards  the 
prevention  of  diseases,  of  which  'ruberculosis  is  one  of  the  most  important, 
and  in  this  matter  I cannot  do  better  than  quote  the  following  extract 
from  the  last  Circular  of  the  Local  Covernment  Hoard; — 

“ The  Board  may  also  remind  Sanitary  Authorities  of  their 
“ responsibilities  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  tor  the  prevention 
“ of  overcrowding  and  for  the  correction  of  insanitary  conditions 
“ which  render  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  favour  the 
spread  of  tuberculosis.” 
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Improve  the  cottages  and  you  improve  the  resisting  power  of  the 
cottagers  not  only  to  tuberculosis  but  to  disease  generally, and  by  attacking 
the  alliterative  evils  of  dirt,  damp  and  darkness  you  are  doing  yeoman 
service  in  improving  the  health  of  the  Districts  and  in  rendering  the 
necessity  for  the  provision  of  Sanatoria  less  obvious  than  it  is  at  the 
present  time. 

'I'he  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  examinations  under  Section  17  of  the 
Mousing  and  Town  Planning  Act  of  741  houses.  In  1911  687  houses 
were  inspected. 

In  1911  I made  rejuesentations  with  respect  to  29  houses  (4.2  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  examined)  that  the\-  were  in  my  ojnnion  unht 
for  human  habitation.  Last  year  I only  found  it  necessary  to  make  1 1 
such  representations  (1.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  inspected). 


1 he  a\  erage  rent  ol  a four  roomed  cottage  in  the  Parish  of  Phobham 
was  ,k6,  at  W’indlesham  4/5.  at  Chertsey  5'2!.  at  Walton  6 4.  and  at 
WTybridge  6 6. 

For  a cottage  consisting  of  5 ntoms  the  average  rents  weia-  at 
Chobham  4/10,  at  Windlesham  5'-,  at  Chertsey  6 6,  at  Walton  7 5,  and 
at  W'ey bridge  8' 8. 


'fhe  average  rent  of  the  cottages  examined  last  year  was  slightl> 
higher  than  the  average  of  those  examined  in  1911.  d'his  fact  taken  in 
conjunction  with  the  much  smaller  percentage  of  represenltaici.s  indicated 
that  the  cottages  insjtected  last  year  were  of  a rather  better  class  than 
those  insj^ected  in  the  jnevious  \ear. 


1 aken  on  the  whole  the  insiter.tions  in  the  Fiban  Districts  re\  ealed 
an  improved  state  ol  allairs  as  shown  by  the  fever  cases  of  overcrov  ding, 
the  smaller  number  of  cottages  tound  to  be  unht  for  habitatu  n.  and  the 
less  sei  ious  character  ol  the  nuisances  generalK'.

I regret  that  I am  unable  to  give  an  equally  favourable  report  of  the 
housing  conditions  in  the  Rural  District  as  the  inspections  there  revealed 
a number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  and  I found  it  necessary  to  represent 
5 of  the  97  houses  examined  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

O.ie  of  the  reas  ons  why  so  many  cases  of  overcrowding  existed  is 
the  dearth  of  decent  sized  cottages  available  for  overcrowded  families. 

43  per  cent,  of  the  cottages  inspected  consisted  of  dwellings  which 
contained  only  2 or  3 small  rooms. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  abated  but  cases  still  exist  and 
cannot  be  abated  until  further  accommodation  has  been  provided. 

The  Council  are  now  satisfied  that  the  required  accommodation  is 
not  likely  to  b(^  provided  by  private  enterprise  and  they  have  accordingly 
determined  to  apply  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  a loan  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  houses  for  the  working  classes  in  the  Parish  of 
Chobham. 

There  are  several  old  ottages  in  the  I4istrict,  cottages  that  have 
alrnosi  had  their  day,  picturesque  enough  maybe  from  the  outside, but  these 
without  being  (luite  unfit  for  habitation  are  far  from  conforming  to  the 
requirements  of  modern  sanitation.  'I'hey  are  let  at  a low  rent,  from  2/6 
to  3 6 and  ha\'e  as  a rule  a fair  sized  garden  attached. 

It  would  be  advantageous  if  the  Rural  Council  purchased  some  of 
these  cottages  in  order  to  demolish  them  and  erect  others  in  their  place 
but  in  that  case  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  State  should  provide  the 
difference  between  the  value  of  the  site  alone  and  that  of  site  plus 
building. 

There  are  some  good  cottages  in  Chobham  consisting  of  living  room, 
parlour  and  4 bedrooms  which  are  let  at  4/4  per  week.  It  is  very 
doubtful  if  the  Rural  Council  will  now  be  able  to  build  cottages  containing 
living  room  and  3 bedrooms  and  let  the  same  under  5/-  to  5/6  without 
making  a special  charge  on  the  rates. 
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Ttie  difference  between  payinf?  2/6  for  a cottage  and  paying  5 - for 
the  same  may  mean  to  a man  earning  18/-  a week  the  difference  between 
bare  sufficiency  and  semi  starvation  for  liimself  and  family. 

4'lie  building  of  a sufficient  number  of  cottages  may  imiirove  the 
housing  conditions  and  have  an  opposite  effect  on  the  bodily  conditions  of 
the  labouring  classes.  It  is  obvious  that  if  a man  can  only  just  make 
both  ends  meet  under  present  conditions  something  must  give  va\'  if  the 
fabric  is  strained  by  an  additional  tension  of  2 - a week. 

'fhe  Rural  District  Council  last  \ear  recognised  the  fact  that  rents 
are  higher  and  living  is  dearer  than  was  the  case  some  vears  ago  b\- 
raising  the  wages  of  the  labourers  in  their  enijiloy  and  if  a labouring  man 
in  the  Rural  District  is  to  have  the  chance  of  keeping  himself  and  his 
family  in  decency  and  comfort  his  wages  must  be  raisetl  or  he  must  be 
jirovided  with  rate  aided  cottages. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  a man’s  work  should  suffice  to  make  him 
independent  of  public  or  private  charitw  If  the  labourer  is  worth.}'  of  his 
hire  the  hire  should  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  labourer. 

A site  of  about  900  acres  on  St.  Ceorge’s  Hill  is  now  being  de\eloped 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  of  a high  class  residential  character.  About 
600  acres  of  this  site  are  situated  in  the  Walton  District,  about  220  acres 
in  the  Chertsey  Rural  District,  and  the  remainder  in  the  Weybridge 
District.  17  houses  have  already  been  erected  on  it  or  are  in  tlu‘  course 
of  (‘feet ion. 

very  great  improxement  has  been  effected  in  the  Chertsex'  Rural 
District  by  the  substitution  of  an  efhcienl  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  cesspool  system  in  the  I’arishes  of  Jf  x'Heet  and  Pyrford. 
and  it  is  perhaps  noteworthy  that  the  imiuovement  which  has  been 
effected  is  associated  with  a decrease  in  the  Special  Sanitan  Rate. 

I he  administration  of  the  I'ood  and  Drugs  .Acts  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  C.ount}'  ('ouncil. 
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'I'he  adulteration  of  S(')ine  food  stuffs  is  a matter  of  common 
knowledfje,  but  the  increase  in  the  sophistication  of  bread  in  recent  years 
is  not  so  well  known.  In  1911  I obtained  a sample  of  a so-called  “flour 
improver,”  and  this  on  analysis  by  the  County  Analyst  was  found  to 
consist  of  potassium  persulphate.  It  was  claimed  by  the  vendor  of  the 
improver  that'  by  its  use  loaves  of  a better  colour  could  be  obtained, 
and  more  water  could  be  absorbed  in  the  doughing  process.  I have 
recently  obtained  a circular  issued  by  a Arm  of  chemical  manufacturers 
who  offer  for  sale  two  flour  improvers,  one  of  which  they  state  is 
frecpiently  used  but  can  easily  be  detected  in  the  flour,  whilst  they  assert 
the  other  cainiof  he  detected  by  any  test  whatex'er.  d'he  underlining  of 
the  above  words  is  in  the  type  written  circular  and  I think  no  comment  of 
mine  is  needed  thereon. 

Some  of  the  impro\  ers  in  use  act  by  bleaching  and  thus  convert  a 
low  grade  flour  into  the  appearance  of  a better  class  flour,  others  act  by 
increasing  the  water  absorbing  capacity  of  the  flour,  and  in  both  cases  the 
public  suffers. 

In  an  Appendix  to  the  last  Report  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Local  Oovernment  Hoard,  Dr.  A.  W’.  Macl'adden  writes  that  “ even 
in  the  case  of  flour  which  is  bleached  to  the  small  extent  which  is  at 
present  ordinarily  practised  it  would  in  present  knowledge  be  unwise  to 
“ conclude  that  the  process  is  devoid  of  risk.” 

The  use  of  flour  ‘improvers’  is  unnecessary,  undesirable  and  should 
be  legally  prev  ented,

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NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

The  Population  of  the  District  has  been  estimated  at  9794  and  on 
that  basis  the  Death  Rate  for  the  past  year  was  8.6  per  1000. 

The  average  Death  Rate  for  the  preceding  5 years  was  9.3  per  1000. 

Tliere  were  22  deaths  of  residents  which  were  not  registered  in  the 
District  and  3 deaths  of  non-residents  that  occurred  in  the  District  were 
transferred  out. 

66  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District.  Tliese  yielded  a death 
rate  of  6.7  per  1000  which  was  increased  to  one  of  8.6  per  1000  when 
provision  had  been  made  for  the  transferable  deaths. 

'file  Death  Rate  of  England  and  Wales,  less  the  largest  towns,  was 
12.1  per.  1000. 

7 deaths  were  caused  by  Pulmonary  'I'liberculosis  and  1 1 by  Cancer. 

'I'ubercular  disease  was  responsible  for  3 deaths  in  addition  to  those  due 
to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

In  1911  there  were  7 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5 
from  Cancer  and  in  1910  the  deaths  from  these  two  diseases  were  9 and 
8 respectively. 

2 deaths  from  Cancer  occurred  in  Pisley,  2 in  Pylleet,  5 in  Chobham 
and  one  in  each  of  the  Parishes  of  Pyrford  and  Thorpe. 

The  number  of  Nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  85.  This 
number  is  di\  ided  among  the  Parishes  as  follows  : — P)isley  8,  Byfleet  33, 
Chobham  30,  Pyrford  6 and  Thorpe  8. 
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19  deaths  occurred  in  Byfleet  and  14  deaths  of  Byfleet  residents  not 
registered  in  the  Parish  were  transferred  thereto. 

25  of  the  30  Chobham  Deaths  occurred  within  the  Parish,  the  remainder 
having  been  registered  in  other  Districts. 


2 outside  deaths  were  transferred  to  Pyrford  and  one  to  Tliorpe. 

NUMBER  OF  BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 

The  number  of  Nett  Births  was  201.  200  of  this  number  occurred 

witlrin  the  District. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  different  Parishes  was  as 
follows: — Bisley  13,  13yfleet  89,  Chobham  73,  Pyrford  22  and  'I'horpe  4. 

4 of  the  total  number  of  Birtlis  registered  were  illegitimate. 

'fhe  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  20.5  per  1000  as  comiiared  with 
19.2  per  1000  in  1911  and  an  average  of  21.2  per  1000  in  the  pre\  ious 
I'ue  years. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  13  deaths  of  1 nfants  under  one  year  of  age  ; 9 of  these 
occurred  in  Byfleet,  3 in  Chobham  and  1 in  P)isle\-. 

The  Kate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  the  year  was  64.6  per  1000  Births. 
In  1911  the  rate  was  109.8  and  the  average  rate  for  the  fl\e-year  period 
1907  --191  1 was  80.2  per  1000. 

6 of  the  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity,  4 of  these  deaths  occurring 
within  2 days  of  birth. 
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One  death  was  clue  to  PeniphiKus  and  2 to  disease  of  the  respiratory 
organs. 

One  death  that  occurred  on  July  14th  at  Bydeet  was  caused  by 
overlying  and  was  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  inquest.

ZYMOTIC 

DEATH  RATE. 

4 deaths  were  registered  from  the  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  but  the 
death  due  to  Knteric  b'ever  occurred  out  of  the  District  and  the  disease 
was  also  contracted  out  of  the  District. 


'I'he  following  'fable  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic 
Diseases  during  the  year  1912  and  the  preceding  5 years: — 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

45  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  these  were  distributed 
among  the  Parishes  as  follows:  Bisley  1,  Byfleet  15,  Chobham  27  and 
Pyrford  2. 

The  attack  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  was  4.5.  Exclusive  of 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  the  attack  rate  was  3.1.  In  1911  the 
attack  rate  per  1000  was  3.3,  in  1910,  3.1,  in  1909,  4.6  and  in  1908 
it  was  6.3.

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SCARLET  FEVER. 


21  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  14,  6,  25,  42  and  42  in 
the  five  preceding  years. 

The  yearly  average  number  of  cases  notified  during  1907-1911 
was  25. 

16  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham  atul  5 in  the 
I’arish  of  P)yfieet. 


Only  3 cases  were  notified  up  to  the  end  of  October.  The  remainder 
occurred  between  October  30th  and  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  case  notified  from  Chobham  in  May  was  contracted  in  London. 
A case  notified  in  June  was  that  of  a little  girl  who  was  sent  home  from 
Py.leet  Scho  4 on  accoant  of  peeling  on  the  hands.  There  was  no 
history  of  previous  sore  throat  or  rash  but  when  the  child  was  medically 
e.xammed  it  was  found  that  that  she  was  des(]uamating  generally.  She 
was  kept  at  home  until  the  peeling  had  finished  and  there  was  no 
extension  of  tlie  disease  although  she  mixed  freely  with  three  other 
children  in  the  house. 

On  October  K)th  a case  was  notified  from  P)yfleet.  I'lie  patient  was 
a bo\'  of  (S  years  who  had  been  in  contact  witli  a child  recently  recovered 
from  Scarlet  Fever.  This  child  was  taken  by  his  mother  for  a week's 
visit  to  Pyfleet.  They  left  on  October  2nd  and  6 days  later  the 
Hyfleet  boy  was  taken  ill.  He  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
on  October  11th  and  was  discharged  therefrom  on  December  2nd  after  a 
stay  of  53  days.  Almost  immediately  after  his  return  home,  the  boy 
developed  a nasal  discharge  and  thereby  infected  his  two  sisters,  one  of 
whom  was  taken  ill  on  December  13th  and  the  other  a few  days  later. 
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From  October  30th  to  November  3rd  5 cases  from  3 houses  were 
notified  from  West  End,  Cdioliham. 

The  jiatients  had  been  attending  the  \\’est  End  School.  On 
November  4th  19  houses  were  visited  at  West  End  and  a number  of 
School  absentees  were  examined  but  without  finding  any  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  On  the  same  day  Dr.  FI.  Maughan  IHrown,  one  of  the  County 
School  Medical  Inspectors,  examined  all  the  Children  present  in  School. 
No  definite  cases  were  discovered. 

The  Schools  were  closed  from  November  5th  to  No\'ember  25th  and 
during  the  period  of  closure  inquiries  were  made  in  the  District  and 
several  School  children  examined  without  finding  any  evidence  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  (5n  the  day  the  School  re-opened  a case  was  notified  and  this 
was  followed  by  the  notification  of  another  case  three  days  later.  The 
boy  last  notified  had  attended  School  on  November  25th  and  26th. 

The  School  was  again  visited  on  December  3rd  when  onlv  96 
children  were  present  out  of  182  on  the  register.  .\11  the  children  present 
were  medically  examined  and  two  children  in  the  Infant’s  ('lass  were 
found  to  be  peeling  on  the  hands.  One  of  these  children  examined  later 
in  the  day  at  his  own  h nne  was  found  to  be  des(]uamating  generally,  lie 
afterwards  suffered  from  a discharge  from  the  ears  but  was  not  la  ino\  ed 
to  the  llospital  until  December  17th.  The  parents  were  urged  to  allow 
the  b )>•  to  g)  to  the  llospital  but  refused  their  consent  for  sometime. 
The  father  paid  for  his  refusal  b\'  contracting  the  disease  himself.  Mis 
illness  dated  from  December  18th. 

list  of  absentees  was  obtained  from  the  Mead  Teacher  of  West 
Iviid  School  on  1) ‘cember  3rd  and  two  of  the  26  children  examined  were 
found  to  be  peeling  as  a result  of  Scarier  F'ever.  'Fhe  School  was  clo>ed 
for  a second  time  from  December  3rd  to  the  Christmas  holidays.  No 
notifications  among  school  children  were  recei\’ed  between  the  date  of  the 
School  closure  on  December  3rd  and  the  end  of  the  year.  A 


young 
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woman  was  notified  as  sufi'ering  from  the  disease  on  December  16th 
but  the  certifying  practitioner  afterwards  wrote  that  his  patient  was 
probably  not  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

13  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

8 cases  were  notified,  one  from  Byfieet,  2 from  I’yrford  and 
5 from  Chobham. 

'I'he  yearly  average  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  five  year 
period  1907-191  1 was  12,  the  number  ranging  from  29  in  1907  to 
4 in  1911. 

The  case  from  I’.yllect  was  of  a little  boy  4 years  of  age  who  was 
removed  t ) the  Isolation  Hospital  on  April  5th  in  a moribund  condition 
anti  died  in  a few  hours  after  admission. 

One  of  the  Chobham  cases  proved  to  be  Septic  d'onsillitis  and  was 
associated  with  live  cases  of  a like  nature  in  the  same  household. 

The  remaining  6 cases  were  Institutional.  Two  of  these  occurred 
at  St.  Nicholas  Home  for  Crippled  Children  at  Pyrford  and  four  were 
notified  from  the  Gordon  Ihjys  Home  at  W est  Knd  Chobham. 

I'he  cases  at  the  Gordon  Hoys  Home  occurred  between  November 
11th  and  November  20th.  The  first  case  was  that  of  a boy  who  shortly 
after  his  admission  to  the  Home  from  Tottenham  was  found  to  be 
sulTering  from  a nasal  discharge,  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
whicii  showed  the  presence  of  the  Diphtheria  bacillus.  The  doctor  who 
had  examined  the  boy  some  little  time  before  his  admission  to  the  Home 
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wa.s  comniiiniCcited  with  Riid  he  tliereupon  took  swnbs  from  other  members 
of  the  family  with  the  result  that  in  three  instances  the  Diphtheria  bacillus 
was  found  to  be  present. 

The  probability  is  that  the  first  case  at  the  Gordon  Boys  Home  was 
responsible  for  the  succeeding  three  cases  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
early  discovery  of  these  cases  prevented  any  extension  of  ihe  disease 
among  the  boys  at  the  Home. 

3 cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

The  District  has  been  free  from  this  disease  during  the  past  3 years. 

In  Table  HI.  it  will  be  seen  that  a death  is  entered  as  liaxing  been 
caused  by  Enteric  b'ever.  The  deceased  (lerson  vas  a seaman  whose 
death  took  pEce  at  the  l^oyal  Naval  Hospital.  I’onland.  The  disease 
was  contracted  out  of  the  District  but  as  the  home  address  was  at  l !>  fiett 
the  death  was  transferred  by  the  K(gTtrar  General  to  the  Cherts;*)-  Rural 
District. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

'Two  cases  were  notified,  one  fi(jm  l))  fieet  and  one  from  C hobham. 
Ihtth  cases  were  medically  attended  during  confinement. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

l >y  a resolution  ol  the  Council  pa.ssed  in  February  and  ajiprox  ed  bv 
the  Local  ( io\ernment  Board  the  above  named  diseases  were  constituted 
notifiabh;  infectious  diseases  for  a period  of  5 years  from  i\larch  1912. 
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One  case  did  occur  in  the  District,  but  the  nature  of  the  illness  was 
not  recognised  until  the  patient,  a young  man  19  years  of  age,  had  gone 
to  his  own  home  in  another  District.  After  information  concerning  the 
case  had  been  received,  the  premises  previously  occupied  by  the  patient 
were  disinfected. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 


12  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  received  during 
the  year. 

One  case  was  notified  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1908,  3 case^  were  notified  under  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis  in  Hospitals)  Regulations  1911  and  8 under  the  Public 
Health  (Tubercu!  osis)  Regulations  1911. 

7 cases  were  notified  from  the  I’arish  of  Byfleet  and  5 from  the 
Parish  of  Chobham. 

3 of  the  Chobham  patients  were  non-parishioners.  One  was  a man 
who  after  being  in  Chobham  for  4 days  was  removed  to  the  Union 
Infirmary.  He  died  three  months  later  at  the  Infirmary  but  no  home 
address  could  be  ascertained.  In  another  case  the  patient,  a married 
man,  had  been  living  and  working  in  London  but  on  account  of  his  illness 
he  was  taken  to  his  father’s  home  in  Chobham  Parish.  His  illness  had  a 
fatal  issue  on  the  day  after  the  receipt  of  the  notification  of  disease. 
The  third  case  was  that  of  a young  man  who  came  into  the  District 
for  treatment.  He  benefited  considerably  and  has  since  left  the 
neighbourhood. 

The  other  tvv'o  cases  notified  from  Chobham  were  of  Parishioners 
proper.  Owing  to  local  interest  and  after  considerable  trouble  Sanatorium 
treatment  was  secured  for  one  of  these  patients  neither  of  whom  was 
eligible  for  Sanatorium  benefit  under  the  Insurance  Act. 
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In  March  a woman,  38  years  of  age,  died  without  having  been 
medically  attended  and  at  the  Inquest  the  cause  of  death  was  certified  to 
be  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


A post-mortem  notification  of  Pulmonary  and  (General  Tuberculosis 
was  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  a little  girl  who  had  been  taken 
up  to  one  of  the  London  Hospitals  from  Byfieet  for  treatment.  This 
child  had  been  living  in  a house  which  was  also  occupied  by  a man  who 
has  been  suffering  from  Phthisis  for  the  past  18  months. 


Including  the  two  cases  last  mentioned  and  e.xcluding  the  three  cases 
of  non-parishioneis  the  total  number  of  cases  recoided  during  the  year 
was  11,  made  up  of  8 from  Byfleet  and  3 from  Chobham. 


With  three  e.xceptions  all  of  the  cases  notified  have  at  one  time  or 
another  received  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  in-patient  treatment. 


One  of  those  e.^cej^tions  is  a man  who  is  ;it  work  and  is  (]u;dified  for 
S.'inatorium  benefit  under  the  Insurance  Act  but  he  is  unwilling  to  iea\'e 
his  work  and  his  home.  I he  other  exception  is  a man  who  is  said  to  ha\'e 
contracted  the  disease  15  years  ago  at  which  time  he  attended  as  an 
out-patient  at  Brompton  Hospital,  and  the  third  excei)tion  is  thtit  of  a 
young  man  whose  case  is  not  suitable  for  a Sanattnium. 


d here  were  5 deaths  from  Pulmonary  'Puberculosis.  Four  of  these 
have  been  already  mentioned.  The  fifth  occurred  at  Byfleet  and  was  of 
a young  girl  whose  case  had  been  notified  in  1911  under  the  Regulations 
of  1908. 


9 ol  the  12  cases  notified  during  the  year  were  uninsured. 
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OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

An  outbreak  of  Chicken  Pox  among  the  children  attending  Bisley 
School  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  necessitated  the  closure  of  that 
School  from  February  12th  to  March  11th.  Some  cases  were  reported 
from  Chobham  during  May  and  June  but  the  cases  were  neither 
sufficiently  numerous  nor  severe  to  justify  the  closure  of  the  Schools. 


Pyrford  School  was  closed  twice,  the  first  time  from  March  22nd 
to  April  4th  on  account  of  German  Measles  and  the  second  time  from 
October  14th  to  November  llth  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Measles. 


The  only  other  School  in  the  District  closed  for  Non-notihable 
Infectious  Disease  was  at  Byfleet  where  there  was  an  outbreak  of  German 
Measles  in  February  and  March.  'I'he  School  was  olosed  from  March 
llth  to  April  4th. 


few  cases  of  Measles  occurred  at  Thorpe  in  May  and  several  cases 
of  Mumps  at  Chobham  in  November. 


41  cases  of  W'hooping  Cough  were  reported,  the  majority  of  these 
occurring  at  Chobham  during  March  and  .April. 


During  the  year  the  Mead  Teachers  of  the  Schools  in  the  different 
Parishes  reported  321  cases  of  Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases. 


There  was  one  death  from  hooping  Cough. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever  and  Phthisis  with  the  total  number  of 
all  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  period  1907-1912  :

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


There  are  40  registered  Cowkeepers  in  the  District.  14  of  these 
are  only  in  a small  way  of  business,  each  one  milKing  from  one  to 
five  cows. 

Periodical  inspection  ot  tlie  Cowsheds  are  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  instructions  with  respect  to  the  limewashing  of  the  sheds 
were  issued  twice  during  the  year. 


On  four  occasions  it  was  found  that  the  under  surface  of  the  roofs  of 
sheds  had  not  been  properly  cleansed.  In  three  instances  the  necessary 
work  was  carried  out  after  issue  ot  preliminary  notices,  but  in  one  case  it 
was  found  necessary  to  serve  a statutory  notice  in  order  to  enforce 
compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

1 he  Cows  are  not  subjected  to  veterinary  inspection  on  the  part 
of  the  District  Council. 
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The  nature  of  the  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  that  were  dealt 
with  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

By  beet  i^  supplied  with  water  from  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company.  I’vrford  and  Bislev  are  supplied  bv  the  Woking  Water 

c.  ' 

C'ompany.  The  water  supplied  by  these  Companies  is,  as  far  as  the 
(]uality  is  concerned,  quite  satisfactory  but  the  same  remark  can  hardly 
be  said  to  the  supply  for  Thorpe  and  a part  of  Chobham  which  is  obtained 
from  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company.  Detailed  particulars 
with  respect  to  the  West  Surrey  W'ater  and  the  South  West  Suburban 
W’ater  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  W’eybridge  and  Windlesham 
I’rban  Districts. 

'fhe  Council  were  enabled  to  grant  certificates  in  respect  of  the  water 
supply  for  all  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  and  in  response  to 
an  inquiry  from  the  Local  Covernment  Board  as  to  the  reason  why  they 
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had  not  formerly  taken  proceedings  under  Section  6 of  the  Public  Health 
(Water)  Act,  1878,  they  have  announced  their  intention  of  complying 
with  their  statutory  obligations  in  any  future  cases  that  may  arise. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  work  of  Sewering  the  Parishes  of  Byfleet  and  Pyrford  has  now 
been  completed.  The  sewage  of  both  Parishes  is  treated  at  the  disposal 
works  which  are  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Wisley. 

'file  follovving  particulars  with  respect  to  the  sewerage  has  been 
supplied  by  Mr.  W.  Strachan  who  acted  as  Resident  Engineer  during  the 
time  the  works  were  in  progress. 

There  are  I64  miles  of  sewers  of  which  124  are  in  Byfleet  Parish  and 
4^  in  Pyrford. 

12  miles  of  Byfleet  sewers  and  2^  miles  of  Pyrford  sewers  flow 
to  the  pumping  station  at  Byfleet  and  the  remainder  of  the  sewers  flow  to 
Lees  Farm  Ejector  in  tlie  Parish  of  Pyrford. 

Ill  the  Parish  of  hlvfleet  there  are  If  miles  of  12-inch  sew'er,  i mile 
of  10-inch  sewer,  bi  miles  of  9-inch  sewer  i mile  of  8-inch  sewer  and  Sf 
miles  of  7-inch  sewers. 

The  main  sewer  from  the  pumiiing  station  via  Uartnell  Park  to  the 
Charity  Lands  is  12  inches  in  diameter,  thence  to  Scotland  Bridge  it  is  10 
inches  in  diameter  and  from  Scotland  Bridge  to  the  upper  end  of  the 
Sheerw'ater  Estate  it  is  9 inches  in  diameter. 

All  of  the  principal  branch  sew'ers  are  9 inches  in  diameter  and  the 
less  important  branches  are  8 inches  and  7 inches. 

In  Pyrford  there  is  a mile  of  nine-inch  sew'er,  l4  miles  of  8-inch 
sewer  and  2 miles  of  7-inrh. 
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The  largest  sewer  is  on  the  main  road  between  Byfleet  and  Pyrford 
Green,  the  8-inch  sewer  is  up  Blackdown  Hill  and  the  seven-inch  sewer 
serves  minor  branches. 

In  Byfleet  there  are  about  miles  of  Hassall’s  pipes  i mile  of  iron 
pipes  and  miles  of  ordinary  pipes. 

In  Pvrford  there  is  about  a mile  of  Hassall’s  pipes  which  were  laid 
chiefly  on  the  main  road  from  Byfleet  to  Pyrford  Green. 


At  the  beginning  of  this  year  95%  of  the  houses  in  Byfleet  and  in  that 
portion  of  Pyrford  draining  to  the  Byfleet  sewers  had  been  connected 
with  the  sewers  and  the  flow  of  sewage  in  the  main  sewer  was  from 
2 inches  to  3 inches  deep,  not  a tenth  part  of  the  capacity  of  the  sewer. 

rhere  are  four  ejector  stations  with  ejectors  in  duplicate  at  each 
station.  Three  of  these  are  in  Byfleet  and  one  in  Pyrford.  In  Byfleet 
the  Weybridge  road  ejector  delivers  through  a 7-inch  rising  main  f of  a 
mile  in  length  into  a M.H.  on  the  Byfleet  side  of  Plough  Bridge;  the 
Sanway  Ejector  with  a 5-inch  rising  main  130  yards  in  length  delivers 
into  M.H.  at  Sanways  and  the  West  Hall  Ejector  delivers  into  M.H.  on 
West  Hall  lands,  the  sewage  flowing  from  there  by  gravitation  to  join  the 
main  sewer  200  yards  from  f’arvis  Bridge. 


In  Pyrford  the  Lees  Farm  ejector  deli\ers  through  a 6-inch  main 
very  nearly  a mile  in  length  direct  to  the  disposal  works. 


In  connection  with  the  four  ejectors  there  are  3 miles  of  3-inch, 
4 mile  of  2i-inch  and  i mile  of  2-inch  compressed  air  mains. 

'The  9-inch  pumping  main  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  disposal 
works  is  about  f of  a mile  in  length. 
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At  the  Engine  House  there  are  2 10  B.H.P.  suction  gas  engines, 
2 suction  gas  plants,  2 air  compressors  and  3 pumps.  One  of  these 
latter  can  pump  7500  gallons  per  hour  and  2 can  each  pump  15,000 
gallons  per  hour. 

The  ]')umps  can  be  used  separately  or  they  can  be  worked  together. 

The  Disposal  Works  are  10  acres  in  extent,  4 acres  are  available  for 
effluent  filtration,  2 acres  can  easily  be  so  utilised,  one  acre  is  availabie 
for  disposal  of  sludge  and  3 acres  are  occupied  by  works,  trees, 
shrubs,  etc. 

40  houses  are  connected  to  the  Weybridge  Koad  ejector,  29  to  the 
San  way  ejector  and  St.  Nicholas  Homes  and  12  houses  to  the  ejector  at 
Lees  Farm,  but  before  the  end  of  the  present  year  about  40  more  houses 
will  probably  be  connected  to  this  ejector. 

645  houses  in  Hyfleet  and  53  in  Pyrford  have  already  been  connected. 
686  of  the  total  number  connected  send  their  sewage  to  the  Pumping 
Station  and  St.  Nicholas  Homes  and  12  houses  to  Lees  harm  ejector. 

In  addition  to  the  abo\  e houses,  IL  lleet  School,  4 dairies  and  5 
laundries  are  connected  with  the  sewers.  The  largest  laundr\  sends  an 
av  erage  of  6000  gallons  into  the  sewers  on  five  days  a week,  and  about 
halt  that  amount  will  be  discharged  tiom  the  other  four  laundries.

'I'here  is  an  average  daily  flow  through  the  Pvfleet  sewers  of 

120,000  gallons.  The  amount  of  the  Pyrford  Sewage  has  not  yet  been 
measured.

Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown  of  Nottingham  were  the  Engineers  of 
the  scheme  and  the  works  both  at  Byfleet  and  Pyrford  were  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  Messrs.  Hardy  of  Woking. 

The  amount  sanctioned  for  the  Byfleet  scheme  was  £26,155,  but  the 
execution  of  additional  work  to  that  originally  contemplated  necessitated 
a further  expenditure  of  3^^5200.  The  amount  sanctioned  for  the  Pyford 
scheme  was  £*7800. 

'I'he  assessable  value  of  the  Parish  of  I^yfleet  at  Lady  Day  1912 
was  £*34,216  and  of  Pyrford  £*12,536. 

Messrs.  Hardy’s  tender  for  the  Sewerage  works  was  accepted  on 
October  4th  1910. 

'I'he  Special  Sanitary  Rate  for  Byfleet  made  on  October  22nd  1910 
l)revious  to  the  commencement  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  was 
11  in  the  £*.  'I'he  Special  Rate  made  on  October  26th,  1912,  when 
the  works  were  comifleted  was  lid.  in  the  £*. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE. 


comprehensive  Scheme  has  been  i'>repared  by  the  Surveyor  for  the 
disposal  of  Storm  Water  from  the  residential  parts  of  West  Byfleet  and 
Pyrford,  provision  being  made  therein  for  future  development  of  this 
l)art  of  the  District. 

'I'he  Scheme  also  provides  for  certain  improvements  in  the  present 
conditions  at  Byfleet  \’illage,  and  for  the  clearing  of  the  Rive  Ditch 
Culvert,  under  the  Basingstoke  Canal,  at  Newhaw. 

Part  1.  comprises  a Main  commencing  at  Blackdown  Hill,  proceeding 
along  Old  Woking  Road  to  1 )\  fleet  Corner,  and  Scotland  Bridge  Road, 
with  a 24  inch  outfall,  into  the  Rive  Ditch,  at  Scotland  Bridge,  Byfleet. 
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Part  11.  a main  commencing  at  Coldharbour  running  through  the 
Pyrford  End  Estate,  draining  parts  of  Pyrford  Road,  and  delivering  with 
an  18  inch  diameter  pipe  into  the  Watercourse  at  Dodd’s  Lane,  Pyrford. 

Tenders  have  been  invited  for  tlie  whole  of  the  Scheme,  the  lowest 
received  amounting  to  ^3650. 

I'he  cost  of  the  work  in  each  Parish  is  as  follows,  \ iz.  :■ — Byfleet 
^2443  and  Pyrford  ^1207. 

'I'he  Local  (lovernment  Board  has  decided  that  the  cost  of  the  Works 
will  be  a special  charge  on  the  Parishes  affected,  and  the  Rural  Council 
has  referred  the  matter  to  a joint  Committee  of  the  Byfleet  and  Pyrford 
Parish  Councils  for  their  consideration. 

BROOMHALL. 


In  conse.iumce  of  a complaint  as  to  certain  nuisances  that  existed  at 
Broomhall,  Sunningdale,  an  inspection  of  that  localit\-  was  made  and  the 
following  report  was  iiresented  to  the  tvural  c.ouncil  on  the  2nd  of 
.\l)ril. 

‘Broomhall  is  the  name  gi\’en  to  that  art  of  the  Parish  of  Chobham 
which  is  situated  near  Sunningdale  Railway  Station  and  is  contained 
within  a small  triangle  at  the  North  Pastern  extremity  of  the  Parish, 
formed  b/  the  Staines  aiul  Wokingham  Railwa\-  Line,  tlie  road  from 
Cdiobham  Comm  m to  Sunningdale  and  that  part  of  the  Parish  Boundarv 
on  the  North  which  extends  from  the  Chobham  C'ommon  Road  to  the 
Main  London  Koad. 

I his  part  ol  the  Parish  adjoins  the  Egham  I )istrict  on  the  North 
IC'ist,  the  Windsor  Rural  District  on  the  North  and  the  Windlesham 
Crban  District  on  the  W'est. 
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Within  the  small  triangle  above  referred  to  there  are  46  houses. 

13  of  the  houses  are  situated  on  the  Western  Side  of  the  Chobham 
Koad  and  3 large  houses  on  the  Eastern  Side  of  that  road, 

15  houses  are  situated  by  a private  road  which  leads  off  at  right 
angles  from  the  Chobham  Road  in  the  direction  of  the  Railway  line. 

1 1 houses  are  situated  adjoining  a path  that  commences  near  the 
bridge  over  the  railway  and  takes  a more  or  less  parallel  direction  to  the 
railway  line. 

4 houses  are  situated  on  the  Northern  Boundary  by  a private  road 
leading  from  the  Chobham  to  the  London  Road. 

'I'he  above  houses  were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  me 
on  the  iind  ultimo,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  since  visited  and 
reported  to  me  as  to  21  houses  on  the  K’idgemount  Estate  and  25 
houses  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Railway  line  between  the  railway 
and  Ship  Hill. 

'Phe  houses  on  the  Ridgemount  Estate  are  large  modern  houses. 
'I'he  drains  from  one  house  lead  to  a cesspool,  but  the  drains  of  the 
remainder  of  the  houses  on  the  Estate  are  connected  to  a sewer  which 
discharges  at  an  outfall  in  the  Windlesham  Urban  District  where  a 
private  installation  has  been  erected  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage. 

I understand  that  a sewage  rate  is  le\  ied  by  the  Estate  Compain’  on 
the  occupiers  of  houses  connected  with  this  installation. 

Private  arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  collection  of  house 
refuse  from  |)remises  on  the  Estate. 

rile  water  sui^ply  for  all  the  houses  is  obtained  from  the  South  \\  est 
Suburban  Water  Company. 
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The  houses  are  all  provided  with  large  gardens. 

The  houses  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Railway  line,  25  in  number,  are 
supplied  with  water  by  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company. 

4 of  these  houses  have  only  small  gardens  and  the  remainder  have 
medium  sized  or  large  gardens. 

12  of  the  houses-  are  pro\4ded  with  water  closets,  the  drains  from 
which  lead  to  cesspools.  These  houses  also  have  sinks. 

10  of  the  remaining  houses  have  sinks  which  in  2 cases  are  connected 
by  drains  to  cesspools. 

The  houses  unpro\ided  with  water  closets  are  provided  with  ixiil 
closets. 

With  one  exception  all  of  the  46  houses  at  llroomhall  are  supplied 
with  water  bv  the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Com  pan  v. 

44  houses  are  ]iro\  ided  with  sinks. 

14  houses  have  water  closets,  1 house  has  a pit  privy  and  the 
remainder  have  pail  closets. 

2(6  houses  have  diains  leading  to  cessj^ools.  In  3 instam-es  the 
position  of  the  cesspool  could  not  be  ascertained. 

In  several  instances  the  cesspools  are  less  than  30  feet  from  the 

houses  and  in  several  instances  there  is  no  ventilation  to  either  cesspool 
or  drain. 

In  houses  where  there  are  no  drains  the  waste  pipe  from  the  sink 
discharges  over  a pail  outside  the  scullerv. 
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15  of  the  gardens  are  small,  11  are  large  and  the  remainder  are  of 
medium  size. 

W here  there  are  no  drains,  the  contents  of  the  pails  are  thrown  on 
an  open  sump  in  the  garden. 

The  smell  from  these  sumps  constitutes  a nuisance  and  I also  found  • 
nuisances  arising  from  the  overflow  from  pails  receiving  waste  water  from 
the  Scullery. 

The  occupants  of  the  houses  have  to  dispose  of  all  excreta,  house 
refuse  and  slop  water  on  the  gardens. 

At  adjoining  houses  in  the  Egham  Parish,  house  refuse  is  removed 
weekly. 

The  road  leading  from  Chobham  Road  to  the  London  Road  along 
the  Northern  Parish  boundary  is  in  places  in  a very  bad  condition  and 
the  rainfall  of  the  past  6 months  has  had  a bad  effect  on  the  private  road 
leading  to  Aljiha  Cottages. 

Scavenging  in  the  locality  is  undertaken  by  the  Councils  of  the 
neighbouring  Districts  of  W'indlesham  and  Egham  and  I understand  that 
the  Windsor  Rural  ('ouncil  have  approached  the  Local  Ciovernment 
Hoard  for  a loan  for  the  purposes  of  Sewering  their  District.” 

(3n  May  7th  the  representatives  of  the  Parish  of  Chobham  on  the 
Rural  Council  visited  Broomhall  and  had  an  mterv  iew  with  some  of  the 
residents  in  the  neighbourhood  as  to  the  best  means  that  should  be 
adopted  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  nuisances. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  buildings  on  the  Ridgemount  Estate  and  at 
Hroomhall  is  under  ;^4000  and  it  was  felt  that  any  increase  in  the  District 
Rate  would  tell  hardlv  on  the  cottagers  in  the  locality  who  were  already 
jtaying  highly  enough  for  the  houses  they  occupied. 
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The  Parish  of  Chobham  is  not  scavenged  and  owners  of  the  smaller 
houses  at  Broonihall  were  informed  that  they  must  make  arrangements 
for  keeping  their  property  in  a good  sanitary  condition  and  thereby  prevent 
the  necessity  for  any  public  scavenging. 


Two  or  three  official  visits  were  made  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year  but  no  gross  nuisance  was  detected  and  the  general  condition  of  this 
part  of  the  District  has  been  materially  improved  since  the  adverse  Report 
that  was  made  in  1906. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

78  dwelling  houses  were  inspected  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham,  13  in 
Byfleet,  4 in  Bisley  and  2 in  Pyrford. 

In  addition  to  the  97  houses  that  were  inspected  for  the  first  time 
under  the  Housing  and  'I'own  Planning  .\ct.  the  Sanitar\-  Inspector  made 
280  re-inspections  of  premises  in  order  to  see  if  the  notices  served  on 
owners  with  respect  to  nuisances  had  been  coniiilied  with. 

During  1911  and  1912,  256  inspections  ha\e  been  made  and  at  the 
present  rate  it  will  jirobably  take  three  more  years  before  the  whole  of  the 
cottage  iiroperty  in  the  Distric't  has  been  inspected. 

^\t  B\ fleet  12  cottages  at  Sanways  were  t'xamined  and  one  cottage  in 
Church  Lane.  One  slight  case  of  overcrowding  was  found  and  has  been 
abated  by  utilising  the  jxirlour  as  a bedroom. 


In  Dll  ;t  systematic  inspection  of  the  cottages  in  the  Parish  of 
Chobham  was  commenced,  and  in  the  Annual  Report  for  that  year 

comment  was  made  on  the  overcrowded  condition  of  some  of  the 
houses. 
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During  the  past  year  tlie  two  following  reports  were  submitted  to  the 
District  Council.  Mav  IOth,  1912. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chertsey  Rural  District  Conncit. 

ClENTLKMEN, 

In  my  .Annual  Report  for  the  past  year  I informed  you  that 
overcrowding  e.xisted  in  26  of  the  74  cottages  inspected  in  the  Parish  of 
Chohham.  69  of  the  cottages  are  situated  at  West  End.  and  it  is  in  those 
cottages  that  the  overcrowding  occurred.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
S8r\  ed  notices  in  respect  of  each  case  of  overcrowding,  and  he  has  made 
two,  three,  or  more  re-inspections  of  each  cottage.  As  a result  of  these 
re-inspections  he  has  reported  to  me  that  10  ca.ses  of  overcrowding  have 
been  abated  but  that  in  7 cases  it  still  exists  to  a slight  extent  and  in 
9 cases  to  a greater  extent.  In  the  10  cases  that  have  been  abated, 
the  nuisance  has  been  remedied  in  6 instances  by  the  occupants  lea\  ing 
the  premises,  in  one  instance  by  an  alteration  of  sleeping  arrangements  in 
the  bedrooms,  in  one  instance  by  making  use  of  the  kitchen  for  sleeping 
purposes  and  in  one  instance  by  an  additional  room  having  been  built  on 
to  the  premises. 

'The  following  table  gives  jiarticulars  with  respect  to  the  cases  of

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In  two  of  the  above  instances,  Kegistei;'  Nos.  6 and  16,  overcrowding 
exists  although  3 children  in  each  family  have  been  boarded  out. 

In  two  instances.  Nos.  7 and  51,  the  owners  have  stated  that  they  are 
unable  to  comply  with  notices  requiring  them  to  abate  nuisances  on  the 
premises  until  these  are  vacated,  and  the  occupiers  of  those  premises  say 
they  are  unable  to  find  a vacant  cottage  in  the  locality. 

Two  of  the  West  End  Cottagers  attended  a meeting  of  your  Council 
last  year  and  informed  you  that  they  were  unable  to  compl}^  with  notices 
served  on  them  to  abate  overcrowding,  because  there  were  no  empty 
cottages  in  the  neighbourhood. 

T he  Sanitary  Inspector  has  serxed  notices  with  respect  to  all  cases  of 
overcrowding  and  in  many  cases  the  cottagers  urge  their  inability  to  find 
another  cottage  as  the  reason  for  not  compK  ing  with  the  notice. 

In  my  last  .Vnnual  Report  1 stated  that  an  occupier  of  one  of  the 
overcrowded  cottages  had  informed  me  that  she  had  been  trying  for  1 years 
to  find  a suitable  cottage  in  the  Tieighbourhood,  but  without  success. 

.\n  examination  of  the  whole  of  the  cottage  property  at  West  End, 
Chobham,  has  not  yet  been  made  but  as  a result  of  the  inspections  that 
have  been  made  1 am  of  the  ()j)inion  that  there  is  insufficient 
accommodation  for  the  Housing  of  the  Woiking  Classes  in  that  part  of 
your  District  and  1 have  been  unable  to  find  any  evidence  pointing  to  the 
tact  that  the  necessarx-  additional  accon.nuxlation  xx  culd  be  I'lox  ided  l,v 
ixrivate  enterprise.

In  niy  Report  to  you  on  April  30th  1912,  and  in  a subsequent 
Report  dated  May  10th  I drew  your  attention  to  the  overcrowded 
condition  of  certain  cottages  at  West  End,  Chobham. 

In  my  Report  of  May  10th  I ga\'e  particulars  of  10  cases  of 
overcrowding. 

\'our  Sanitary  Inspector  served  notices  on  occupiers  of  cottages 
where  overcrowding  existed,  requiring  them  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

On  .Vugust  30th  he  found  on  inspection  that  only  6 of  the  16  cases 
mentioned  in  my  Report  of  the  10th  May  had  been  abated. 

Since  the  re-inspection  on  August  30th  another  case  has  been  abated 
but  in  the  course  of  further  inspections  it  was  found  that  a cottage  at 
Streets  Heath,  West  End  was  overcrowded.

In  dve  of  the  above  cases  (6,  7,  8,  9,  92)  it  is  impossible  to  abate  the 
nuisance  ot  overcrowding  by  any  re-arrangement  of  rooms  even  if  the 
Isitchen  is  utilised  for  sleeping  purjioses. 
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In  the  case  of  (H.  H.  20)  the  nuisance  can  only  be  abated  by 
separating  husband  and  wife  and  utilising  the  kitchen  for  sleeping 
purposes. 

In  the  case  of  (J.  G.  48)  the  nuisance  can  only  be  abated  by 
separating  husband  and  wife,  utilising  the  kitchen  and  getting  rid  of 
the  lodger. 

In  the  cases  of  (G.  R.  16)  and  (J.  R.,  24)  the  nuisance  can  be 
abated  by  making  use  of  the  kitchen  and  altering  the  present  sleeping 
arrangements,  and  it  is  possible  that  similar  arrangements  could  be  made 
in  tlie  case  of  (H.  S.,  No.  31  on  the  Register). 

I am  informed  that  the  only  vacant  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
W est  End,  Chobham,  are  three  in  Benners  Lane,  one  near  the  Vicarage 
and  one  at  Lucas  Green. 

1 ha\'e  been  informed  by  the  Sanitary  Insjiector  that  the  owners  of 
the  houses  in  Benners  Lane  will  not  let  them  to  tenants  with  children  and 
the  cottage  near  the  \’icarage  is  to  be  let  furnislied. 

1 am  of  opinion  that  further  accommodation  for  the  Mousing  of  the 
Working  Classes  is  required  in  the  neighbourhood  of  W'^est  End,  Chobham 
and  that  it  is  desirable  that  you  should  exercise  your  powers  under 
Bart  III.  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  as  it 
appears  to  me  improbable  that  the  required  accommodation  will  be 
otherwise  provided. 

Inspection  of  the  houses  at  Burrow  I lill,  Chobham,  is  now  taking 
place  and  up  to  the  present  57  houses  have  been  inspected. 
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9 cases  of  overcrowding  were  found,  the  particulars  of  which  are 
as  follows : —

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  2 of  the  10  cases  ot 
overcrowding  at  West  End  which  were  specified  in  the  Report  of 
November  26th  had  been  abated,  and  that  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
had  been  effected  in  3 the  9 cases  at  Burrow  Hill. 

Representations  were  made  tliat  5 houses  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham 
were  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

One  of  those  houses  was  situated  at  West  End,  one  at  Burrow  Hill 
and  three  in  Windsor  Road,  C.hobham. 

Closing  Orders  were  served  on  the  owners  ot  the  cottage  at  West 
End  and  one  of  the  Windsor  Road  Cottages.  The  former  of  the  two  has 
been  vacated  and  the  latter,  which  was  unoccupied  on  the  date  the 
representation  was  made,  has  been  demolished. 

The  owner  of  the  cottage  at  P>urrow  Hill  has  been  communicated 
with,  and  in  an  interview  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  he  protiiised  to 
either  render  the  place  habitable  or  to  demolish  it. 
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The  owner  of  the  other  two  cottages  in  Windsor  Road  has  had 
notices  served  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  setting  forth  the  requirements 
necessary  to  abate  the  existing  nuisances,  but  no  work  has  yet  been  done 
to  the  cottages,  and  owing  to  the  state  of  health  of  the  occupiers  and  the 
absence  of  sufficient  cottage  accommodation  in  the  neighbourhood  the 
District  Council  has  not  issued  Closing  Orders.

A detailed  list  of  the  defects  found  on  inspection  of  the  various 
cottages  is  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectoi's  Ixeiiort. 
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As  a result  of  the  Incjuiry  of  the  Local  Clovernment  Board  in 
December  1910  the  District  Council  was  informed  that  the  Board 
considered  it  necessary  that  12  cottages  should  be  erected  in  the  Parish 
of  Thorpe  and  at  their  meeting  on  February  21st  1911  the  Council 
instructed  their  Surveyor  Mr.  H.  Beeney  to  prepare  designs  and  draft 
Scheme  for  consideration  at  a Special  Meeting  held  on  February 
28th  1911. 

.\t  that  meeting  the  Surveyor  submitted  designs  for  c(/ttages  with 
living  room,  three  bedrooms,  scullery  and  parlour,  and  for  cottages  with 
the  same  accommodation  except  for  the  parlour,  d'he  Council  decided  to 
proceed  with  the  latter  Scheme.  The  Council  also  considered  that  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  erect  more  than  9 cottages  to  start  with. 

Working  drawings  were  then  prejxired  and  tenders  invited  for  9 
cottages  in  3 blocks  as  follows  : — 2 blocks  on  a site  of  one  acre  at  Sandhills 
Lane  and  1 block  on  a site  of  one  half  acre  at  Rosemary  Lane.  This 
Scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Local  (lovernment  Board  for  their  sanction 
to  the  borrowing  of  ^2228  on  loan  and  in  the  meantime  the  Council 
purchased  the  two  sites  subject  to  the  F>oard’s  a]')pro\-al. 

On  December  4th  1911  the  Local  (in\ernment  Board  informed  the 
Council  that  they  aj^proved  the  proposed  sites  but  adhered  to  their  decision 
that  12  cottages  should  be  erected  and  pointed  out  that  they  would  be 
willing  to  approve  of  3 Blocks  of  4 cottages  each.  They  also  asked  the 
Council  to  re-considcr  the  cost  of  the  buildings.  .\n  amended  Scheme 
was  then  prepared  by  the  Sur^^eyor  on  the  lines  recommended.  The 
width  of  each  cottage  was  reduced  by  12  inches  to  minimise  the  cost  and 
tenders  were  invited  for  the  work.  5 tenders  were  received  and  these 
varied  from  £1110  to  4^1935.  The  lowest  tender,  that  of  Mr.  W.  (1. 
I'arrant  of  Byfleet,  was  accepted  and  the  whole  Scheme  le-submitted  to 
the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  sanction  to  the  borrowing  of 
£2290.  This  was  obtaitied  and  building  oj^erations  were  commenced  on 
July  15th  1912. 
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The  four  cottages  on  the  Rosemary  Lane  site  were  completed  and 
tenanted  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  cottages  on  the  Sandhills  site 
were  ready  for  occupation  at  the  end  of  January  of  this  year. 

The  cottages  are  erected  in  blocks  of  four.  The  elevations  are 
extremely  pleasing  and  the  work  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Surveyor 
and  builder. 

Each  cottage  contains  an  entrance  lobby,  a living  room  with  range, 
cupboard  and  dresser  and  a cubic  capacity  of  1237  cub.  ft.,  a scullery 
with  sink,  draining  board,  portable  copper  and  ample  sheh'ing,  a larder 
and  coal  store. 

There  is  an  earth  closet  approachable  from  a porch  at  the  back 
which  is  open  to  the  air. 

The  first  floor  is  approached  by  an  easy  staircase  with  landing. 
'I'here  are  three  bedrooms  of  1340,  751  and  471  cubic  feet  capacity  : two 
of  these  are  provided  with  stoves. 

'I'he  bedrooms  are  well  lighted,  lofty  and  well  ventilated. 

The  accompanying  plans  show  the  dimensions  of  the  rooms. 

Externall\-  the  brick  walls  are  faced  with  roughcast  and  red  tiles 
ha\'e  been  used  for  the  roofs. 

.\t  the  back  of  the  houses  a 4-inch  cement  concrete  paving  3 feet  in 
width  has  been  laid. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company. 

There  are  no  drains,  the  waste  pipe  from  the  sink  discharging 
outside  into  a bucket  placed  on  the  cement  paving.

I'he  rent  has  been  fixed  at  5/0  for  6 of  the  cottages  and  4/9  for  the 
remainder. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  Scheme  will  he  self  supporting 
provided  the  houses  are  all  let  and  that  each  house  does  not  remain 
untenanted  for  more  than  a week  during  the  year.  Any  deficiency  is 
chargeable  to  the  Parish  of  Thorpe. 

In  the  Special  Report  presented  to  the  District  Council  on  Pehruaiy 
27th  1911  the  Council  was  advi.sed  that  18  cottages  were  necessary  in 
order  that  nuisances  from  overcrowding  and  insanitary  dwellings  might  he 
abated.  The  Local  Government  Board  insisted  on  the  provision  of  12 
cottages  but  since  the  issue  of  the  Report  above  mentioned  2 new  cottages 
were  built  privately,  some  families  ha\e  left  the  District  and  there  has 
been  such  a re-arrangement  of  tenancy  of  other  houses  that  at  the  present 
time  the  Council’s  cottages  appear  to  he  in  excess  of  the  number  actually 
required  for  the  needs  of  the  Parish  and  it  is  probable  that  aiiplications 
from  non- Parishioners  will  have  to  he  accepted  if  immediate  occupation 
of  all  the  cottages  is  considered  necessary.

NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

174  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  District,  41  of  these  were  of  non- 
residents. 1 1 deaths  were  transferred  to  the  District. 

The  total  number  of  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  144  and 
this  number  on  an  estimated  population  of  13,957  yields  a Death  Rate  of 
10.3  per  1000  for  the  year. 

In  1911  the  Death  Rate  was  11.4  per  1000  and  the  average  rate  of 
the  5 year  j^eriod  1907-1911  was  10.7  per  1000. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  3 from  other 
tuberculous  diseases.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  11  deaths  from 
Pulmonary  'fuberculosis.  The  yearly  average  number  of  deaths  from  this 
di.^ease  during  1903-1911  was  12.2. 


Every  year  a number  of  deaths  are  registered  as  having  been  caused 
by  Cancer,  but  the  mortality  from  this  disease  has  never  been  so  marked 
as  it  was  last  year.  I^rom  1903  to  1911  the  deaths  from  cancer  ranged 
from  10  in  1907  to  16  in  1903,  1906  and  1910.  The  average  yearly 
number  of  deaths  from  cancer  during  1903-191 1 was  13.4. 

Last  year  there  were  no  less  than  21  such  deaths  which  is 
eiiuivalent  to  a death  rate  from  that  disease  of  1.5  per  1000  of  the 
population. 

17  of  the  deaths  occurred  among  females  and  8 of  those  were  due  to 
cancer  of  the  breast. 

19  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. 


S of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  uncertified. 
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NUMBER  OF  BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 

298  Births  were  registered  in  the  District.  3 Births  were  transferred 
to  the  District  and  eight  of  the  births  that  occurred  in  the  District  were 
transferred  to  other  Districts. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  20.9  per  1000.  In  1911  the  Birth 
Rate  was  20.1  and  the  average  rate  of  the  5 year  period  1907-1911  was 
21.4  per  1000. 

10  of  the  Births  were  illegitimate.  This  number  compares  with  9,  6, 
9,  1 1 and  15  in  the  five  preceding  years.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 


There  were  19  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  10  less  than 
were  recorded  in  1911. 


1 he  Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  was  64.8  per  1000  births.  This  is  ve 

satisfactory  and  the  rate  compares  favourably  witli  that  of  103.9  for  19 

or  a-dth  the  average  rate  of  the  preceding  5 years,  which  amount, 
to  /9./. 
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The  lowest  Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  recorded  in  the  District  was 
44.8  in  1910. 

9 Deaths  occurred  in  the  Chertsey  Ward  and  10  in  the  Addlestone 
Ward. 

3 of  the  deaths  occurred  among  the  10  illegitimate  births  registered 
during  the  year. 

3 deaths  were  uncertified.  The  cause  of  death  in  two  of  these 
instances  was  stated  to  be  Pneumonia  and  in  the  third  instance, 
Convulsions.  (3ne  of  the  uncertified  deaths  was  in  respect  of  an 
illegitimate  infant.  In  1911  there  were  2 uncertified  deaths. 

.\ugust  was  the  only  month  in  which  an  infantile  death  did  not  occur 
and  not  more  than  3 deaths  occurred  in  any  one  month. 

Nearly  half  of  the  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  life 
and  6 of  the  1 0 deaths  so  recorded  were  due  to  prematurity,  debility  and 
congenital  malformation. 

One  child  was  suffocated  in  bed  with  his  mother  18  hours  after  birth.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

92  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified,  22  from  the  Chertsev 
Ward,  44  trom  the  Addlestone  Ward  and  26  from  the  (Alter  Ward. 

The  number  shows  an  increase  over  the  notifications  made  during 
191  1,  such  increase  being  mainly  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  which 
occurred  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  to  the  increased  number  of  cases 
of  Pulmonary  1 uberculosis,  the  compulsory  notification  of  which 
instituted  from  the  Isl  of  January.

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There  were  61  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  1911,  120  in 
1910  and  a yearly  average  number  of  106.5  during  the  10  years  period 
1902-1911.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

32  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  as  compared  with  22,  78,  50, 
41  and  95  in  the  preceding  five  years. 
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During  the  previous  10  years  the  yearly  average  number  of  cases 
notified  was  70. 


24  cases  were  notified  from  the  Addlestone  Ward,  4 from  the 
Chertsey  Ward  and  4 from  the  Outer  Ward. 


In  three  of  the  Addlestone  cases  the  disease  was  contracted  out  of  the 
District.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  patients  were  young  men  working  and 
living  in  London  who  were  taken  ill  and  then  went  to  their  home  in 
Addlestone,  not  knowing  the  nature  of  the  disease  from  which  they 
were  suffering. 


In  6 of  the  cases  notified  mistakes  were  made  in  the  diagnosis,  so  that 
the  actual  number  of  cases  that  occurred  was  26. 


On  December  2nd  a boy  was  sent  home  from  S.  Ikiul’s  School. 
Addlestone,  on  account  of  peeling  on  the  hands.  On  further  examination 
it  was  found  that  desquamation  was  general  and  he  was  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  His  illness  dated  from  November  15th  and  did  not 
give  rise  to  any  other  cases  although  from  that  time  to  the  date  of  his 
removal  to  the  Hospital  there  had  not  been  any  attempt  at  isolation. 


84  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  no  deaths.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

33  cases  were  notified.  5 were  notified  from  the  Chertsey  Ward, 
7 from  the  Addlestone  Ward  and  21  from  the  Outer  W''ard. 

In  the  previous  year  15  cases  were  notified.  The  yearly  average 
number  of  notifications  during  the  ten  year  period  1902-1911  was  19, 
the  number  of  notifications  in  that  period  varying  from  45  in  1907  to 
7 in  1909. 

3 of  the  cases  notified  last  year  were  not  Diphtheria.  During  the 
first  nine  months  only  5 cases  were  notified,  2 from  Addlestone  and 
3 from  Chertsey. 

17  cases  were  notified  in  October,  9 in  November  and  2 in 
December. 

The  cases  notified  affected  17  houses. 

On  October  5th  a young  man  and  his  sister,  aged  16,  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Swabs  were  taken  from  other  members  of  the 
family  with  the  result  that  the  bacillus  of  Diphtheria  was  isolated  from 
the  swabs  taken  from  two  younger  sisters,  aged  1 1 years  and  3 years. 


The  girl  aged  11  suffered  from  a nasal  discharge  and  as  her  illness 
dated  from  about  the  middle  of  September  it  was  fairly  evident  the  other 
three  had  contracted  the  disease  from  her. 


The  girl  of  11  had  been  attending  Lyne  School.  She  had  also 
attended  Cooking  Classes  held  for  the  benefit  of  chddren  from  Lyne  and 
Longcross  Schools. 


On  October  28th  a notification  was  received  of  a case  of  a little  girl 
3 years  of  age  who  died  a few  hours  after  she  had  been  first  seen  by  a 
doctor.  When  the  premises  were  visited  it  was  found  that  a boy  8 years 
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of  age  sliowed  signs  of  Diphtheria  and  an  elder  sister  1 1 years  of  age 
exhibited  symptoms  of  the  disease.  Swabs  taken  from  both  of  these 
children  yielded  positive  results.  The  girl’s  illness  dated  from  the  end  of 
September  and  as  she  had  been  attending  the  Cooking  Class  above 
referred  to  it  is  probable  that  she  contracted  the  disease  there. 

From  October  8th  to  October  11th  6 cases  were  notified  from 
three  houses  at  Ottershaw  of  children  attending  the  Ottershaw  Schools. 
The  Schools  were  visited  on  October  13tb  and  196  children  present  at  the 
two  Schools  were  examined.  A number  of  children  were  suffering  from  a 
relaxed  condition  of  the  throat,  a condition  that  was  especially  marked 
among  the  children  attending  from  the  Ministering  Children’s  League 
Domes.  No  definite  signs  of  Diphtheria  were  found,  but  8 swabs  were 
taken  from  the  most  suspicious  cases.  These  swabs  when  examined 
yielded  negative  results.  Later  on,  in  October,  2 cases  occurred  at  the 
League  Homes,  followed  in  November  by  2 more.  These  cases  were  all 
of  a mild  nature. 

0.1  November  5th  a little  girl  7 years  of  age  was  removed  to  the 
I S')!  ition  H ispital  from  Lyne.  She  was  admitted  on  the  9th  day  of  the 
di  ;ease  and  only  survived  for  a few  hours.  On  November  6th  swabs 
were  taken  from  the  mother  and  from  the  3 remaining  children.  The 
throat;  of  tlie  children  were  to  all  appearances  perfectly  normal  and  the 
bacillus  of  Diphtheria  was  not  found  in  any  of  the  swabs,  but  on 
No. ember  19th  and  2.)tli  two  of  the  children  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital  suffering  from  the  disease,  which  in  one  case  was  of  a severe 
nature. 

24  of  the  cases  notified  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

8 cases  were  notified.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II.  that  a case 
occurred  in  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age.  This  was  a very  mild  case 
of  facial  Erysipelas  occurring  in  a child  10  months  old. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 


The  District  was  free  from  this  disease  throughout  the  year. 

In  191 1»  4 cases  occurred  and  in  1910,  3 cases. 

The  yearly  average  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  10-year 
period  1902-1911  was  3.7. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 


No  cases  were  notified. 

In  Table  III.  it  will  be  seen  that  a death  has  been  registered  as 
caused  by  Puerperal  I'ever.  This  rel.ates  to  the  death  of  a domestic 
servant  which  occurred  in  another  district  and  was  transferred  to  Chertsey 
where  the  deceased  had  been  employed. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

. \ 

Py  a resolution  of  the  Council  which  was  apijroved  by  the  Local 
Government  Hoard  these  diseases  were  made  notifiable  for  3 years  from 
March  1912.  A General  Order  making  them  notifiable  diseases  throughout 
England  and  Wales  was  subsequently  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board. 


No  cases  were  notified. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

19  cases  weie  notified,  9 from  Chertsey,  9 from  Addlestone  and  1 
from  the  Outer  Whard. 
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5 of  the  cases  were  notified  under  the  Poor  Law  Regulations,  1908, 
1 under  the  Hospital  Regulations,  1911,  and  the  remainder  under  the 
Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1911. 

7 of  the  cases  were  notified  in  January. 

5 of  the  cases  notified  were  in  respect  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
District. 

6 of  the  14  cases  that  properly  belong  to  the  District  were  notified  in 
the  last  half  of  the  year.  Three  of  those  cases  were  notified  from  the 
Union  Infirmary  at  Ottershaw  and  two  of  the  other  cases  are  now 
receiving  Hospital  treatment. 

Only  one  of  the  cases  notified  was  entitled  to  Sanatorium  benefit 
under  the  Insurance  Act  and  arrangements  were  made  by  the  County  for 
medical  treatment  at  home  for  this  patient  prior  to  her  admission  to 
BromptOn  Hos[)ital. 

11  of  the  14  District  cases  have  had  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment.  4 of  the  5 other  cases  have  had  similar  treatment. 

There  were  4 deaths,  2 of  which  were  in  respect  of  persons  who  had 
been  notified  m former  years. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  15  cases  were  under  observation. 
This  number  includes  those  cases  notified  prior  to  1912  under  the  Poor 
Law  Regulations  1908  and  the  Hospital  Regulations  1911. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

474  cases  of  non-notifiable  Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases 
were  reported  by  the  blead  Teachers  of  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the 
District. 
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An  epidemic  of  German  Measles  occurred  in  the  beginning  of  the 
year  among  the  children  attending  the  Ottershaw  Schools  and  necessitated 
the  closure  of  those  Schools  from  January  8th  to  Januarj^  29th.  The 
Infants  School  at  Ottershaw  was  closed  again  from  Alarch  22nd  to 
April  4th  on  account  of  a fresh  outbreak  of  the  disease. 

At  the  end  of  April  numerous  cases  of  Mumps  were  reported  from 
Addlestone.  The  incidence  of  tho  disease  was  most  marked  among  the 
children  attending  St.  Paul’s  School  and  Chapel  Park  Infants  Schools. 
Both  of  those  Schools  were  closed,  the  former  from  May  10th  to  May  25th, 
and  the  latter  from  May  6th  to  May  25th.  Altogether  180  cases  were 
reported  from  the  two  Schools. 

'I'he  Infants  School  at  Stepgtites,  Cliertsey,  was  closed  from  May  17th 
to  May  25th  on  account  of  an  outbreak  ot  Chicken  Pox  and  towaids  the 
end  of  the  year  some  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in  Cliertsey  and 
numerous  cases  of  Measles  among  the  Infants  attending  St.  Ptiul's  and 
Chapel  Park  Schools  in  Addlestone. 

St.  Paul  s Intants  School  was  closed  from  November  28lh  to 
the  Christmas  holidays  and  Chapel  Park  School  was  closed  from 
December  13th. 

Closure  of  Windsor  Stteet,  Cliertsey  Infants  School  was  ordered 
troni  December  3rd  to  December  21st  on  aOcount  of  Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough. 
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The  following  I'able  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever,  as  well  as  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  in  the  District  since  1902  : —

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  20  Cowkeepers  and  29  Purveyors  of  Milk  on  the 
Register. 

There  were  362  Mild)  Cows  on  the  farnis  occupied  by  the  registered 
Cowkeepers,  and  the  cattle  were  subjected  to  (]uarterl\'  inspections  by  Mr. 
W.  Caudwell,  F.R.C.V.S.,  Veterinary  Inspector  to  the  Council. 

In  his  first  report  Mr.  Caudwell  stated  that  he  found  seven  cases  of 
induration  of  the  udder,  some  of  which  he  suspected  to  be  tuberculous. 
J'our  cows  were  affected  with  mastitis  and  one  cow  was  yielding  blood- 
stained milk. 

O.ie  cow  was  em  iciated  and  sh  ' was  destro\  ed  with  consent  of  the 
owner.  A p )st-mortem  examination  showed  that  she  had  been  suffering 
from  extensive  tuberculosis. 

,\.t  the  second  examination  two  cases  of  actinomvcosis  were 
discovered  and  there  were  cases  of  suspected  tubercular  disease  of 
the  udder. 


'file  October  Reiiort  stated  that  four  cows  were  aiiparentlv  suffering 
trom  geneial  tui^erculosis  and  fi\e  others  were  suspected  to  be  affected 
with  tuberculosis  ol  the  udder.  As  is  customars-  in  such  cases  oialers 
wete  given  for  the  isolation  of  the  diseased  cc^ws,  witli  instructions  that 
tile  milk  was  not  to  be  used  foi  human  consumption,  and  the  owners  were 
further  advised  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  cattle.  On  a subsequent 
inspection  it  wxis  found  that  one  of  the  affected  cows  had  been  destroyed 
and  another  was  being  sent  awav.

1 rinted  for 
provisions 
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contained  in  Article  15  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of 
1885,  which  enacts  that  milk  from  a diseased  cow  shall  not  be  mixed  with 
other  milk,  shall  not  be  sold  or  used  for  human  food,  and  shall  not  be  sold 
or  used  for  food  of  swine  or  other  animals  unless  and  until  it  has  been 
boiled. 

Dy  the  Order  of  1899  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  is  included  in  the 
list  of  named  diseases. 

In  his  last  report  for  the  year,  Mr.  Caudwell  stated  that  the  affected 
cows  previously  reported  had  been  either  destroyed  or  removed  from  the 
milking  herds.  He  found  3 other  cows  with  suspected  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder,  2 cases  of  induration  of  the  udder  and  10  cases  of  ordinary 
mastitis. 

During  the  month  of  August  enquiries  were  made  respecting  the 
occurrence  of  a number  of  cases  of  sore  throat  principally  affecting 
adults. 

One  very  severe  case  was  seen  in  consultation  wtth  the  Medical 
Practitioner  in  attendance  as  it  was  suspected  to  be  a case  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  but  the  history  and  appearance  of  the  case  rather  pointed  to  some 
septic  infection.  'I'here  were  altogether  about  50  cases  of  sore  throat  of 
varying  degrees  of  severity  and  from  information  obtained  respecting 
these  cases  it  appeared  that  the  patients  obtained  their  milk  supply  from 
one  source,  this  being  tlie  only  factor  in  common  to  all  the  cases. 

The  milk  vendor  obtained  the  milk  from  one  of  the  farms  in  the 
District  and  as  soon  as  this  fact  was  ascertained,  the  \'’eterinary  Inspector 
was  requested  to  make  an  examination  of  the  milch  cows  on  the  farm. 

As  a result  of  his  examination  he  found  that  several  cows  showed 
recently  healed  ulcers  on  the  teats,  probably  due  to  cow-pox,  one  cow  was 
suffering  from  cow-pox  and  had  pustules  on  the  teats  and  one  cow  had 
mastitis  and  was  yielding  a discoloured  milk. 
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The  affected  cows  were  at  once  isolated  and  this  step  was  followed  by 
an  immediate  cessation  of  further  cases  of  sore  throat  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

262  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning 
Act.  In  1911,  172  houses  were  inspected. 

Last  year  179  houses  were  inspected  in  the  Chertsey  W ard,  48  in  the 
Addlestone  W’ard  and  35  in  the  Outer  W'ard.

The  tenants  of  13  houses  inspected  worked  at  Hyfleet,  5 at  W’eybridge, 
1 at  Staines,  1 at  Woking,  1 at  Egham  and  1 at  Pyrford. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  4 cases  of  overcrowding.  This 
nuisance  was  abated  on  service  of  notice  by  him.  Generally  speaking, 
the  houses  were  found  to  be  in  good  order,  most  of  the  defects  being  of  a 
minor  nature.  A list  of  these  has  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  is  included  in  his  Report. 

There  is  ample  accommodation  for  the  present  needs  of  the  District 
and  the  inspections  made  during  the  past  two  years  show  that  10  per  cent, 
of  the  tenants  of  the  houses  examined  were  employed  in  neighbouring 
Districts.  The  majority  of  these  worked  in  Byfleet  and  Weybridge. 


The  Surveyor  reports  that  22  cottages  were  erected  during  the  year 
the  rent  for  which  varied  from  7/-  to  9/-  per  week. 
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The  following  Table  showing  the  amount  of  rainfall  for  the  year  has 
been  kindly  supplied  by  E.  J.  Tulk,  Esq.,  from  records  taken  at  Firfield, 
Addlestone,  at  a height  of  55  feet  above  sea  level  : —

NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

95  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District.  9 of  these  were  deaths  of 
non-residents.  20  deaths  of  residents  registered  in  other  Districts  were 
transferred  to  the  Walton  District. 

The  number  of  nett  Deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  106.  This, 
on  an  estimated  population  of  13,190,  yields  a Death  Rate  for  the  year  of 
8.3  per  1000. 

The  very  low  Death  Rate  for  1912  has  only  once  been  equalled  in 
the  past  20  years. 

In  1911  the  Death  Rate  was  10.6  per  1000  and  the  average  rate  for 
the  5 years  1907-1911  was  9.5  per  1000. 

Rather  more  than  a quarter  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  were  due  to 
disease  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  16  of  these  deaths  having  been  caused 
by  Pjronchitis  and  9 by  Pneumonia. 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  bin  number,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  from  that  disease  of  0.4  per  1000  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  0.7  per  1000  recorded  in  the  prex  ious  year. 


The  Cancer  death  rate,  0.9  per  1000,  is  again  in  excess  of  that  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  is  the  same  as  that  for  1911. 


During  the  past  10  years  Cancer  has  caused  96  deaths,  the  numbers 
in  each  year  varying  from  a minimum  of  5 in  1903  and  1905  to  16  in  1911. 

9 of  the  deaths  from  Cancer  last  year  occurred  in  the  Walton  Ward, 
2 in  the  Hersham  Ward  and  2 in  the  Oatlands  Ward. 


9 of  the  deaths  occurred  among  females. 
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Walton -oil -Til allies  Urban  District. 


More  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  at  the 
two  extremes  of  life. 

86  deaths  of  residents  occurred  within  the  District,  and  of  this 
number  45  occurred  in  the  Walton  Ward,  31  in  the  Hersham  Ward  and 
10  in  the  Oatlands  Ward. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales,  less  the  largest  Towns,  was 
12.1  per  1000.

In  1911  the  Mirth  Rate  was  20.0  per  1000  and  the  average  rate  for  the

INFANT  MORTALITY. 


There  were  9 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age.  This  represents 
a rate  of  infant  mortality  of  35.5  per  1000  births. 
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This  rate  is  not  only  remarkably  low,  but  is  the  lowest  that  has  been 
recorded  in  the  District. 

The  corresponding  rate  for  1911  was  89.1  per  1000. 

The  average  rate  for  the  5 year  period  1907-1911  was  74  per  1000, 
and  for  the  preceding  5 years  1902-1906  it  was  100.2  per  1000.  The 
average  for  the  10  year  period  1892-1901  was  104  per  1000  births. 

5 of  the  Infantile  deaths  last  year  occurred  within  12  days  after  birth. 
2 of  these  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity.  Whooping  Cough  was  the 
cause  of  one  death  and  2 were  due  to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

A post-mortem  examination  was  made  of  an  infant  who  died  at  the 
flnion  Infirmary  3 days  after  birth,  and  the  death  was  then  registered  as 
due  to  Status  Thymosis  and  Asphyxia. 

All  the  deaths  were  certihed  and  were  aj^portioned  among  the  three 
Wards  as  follows: — Walton  Ward  4,  Hersham  Ward  3,  and  Oatlands 
W^ard  2.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  was  41  as 
compared  with  61,  72,  63  and  32  in  the  four  preceding  years. 


The  average  yearly  number  of  notifications  during  the  previous 
10  years  was  50.  The  average  number  of  notifications  during  the  five  year 
period  1902-1906  was  41  and  during  the  period  1907-191 1 it  was  58. 
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The  attack  rate  was  3.1  per  1000.  In  1911  it  was  4.7  per  1000;  in 
1910,  5.9  ; in  1909,  5.0  and  in  1908  2.6  per  1000. 

In  comparing  the  attack  rate  for  the  past  year  with  that  for  former 
years  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  notified  last  year  included  for  the  first  time  all  cases  of  I’ulmonary 
Tuberculosis  notified  under  the  Regulations  that  came  in  force  on  the 
1st  of  January. 

23  of  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  occurred  in  the  W alton  Ward, 
12  in  the  Hersham  W'ard  and  6 in  the  Oatlands  Ward. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  during  each  month  of  the  year  : — 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  a smaller  number  than  has 
been  notified  in  any  year  since  1892.  One  of  the  cases  was  incorrectly 
diagnosed,  but  of  the  5 that  actually  occurred  one  proved  fatal.  This  was 
the  case  of  a little  girl  who  was  taken  ill  on  the  first  day  of  the  year  and 
who  died  on  the  45th  day  of  disease  from  Septiccemia. 

It  was  reported  in  May  that  a girl  had  been  absent  from  Oatlands 
School  on  account  of  a rash  and  sore  throat.  W hen  she  was  examined  at 
home  it  was  found  that  she  was  peeling  as  a result  of  Scarlet  Fever.  She 
was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

I 

In  the  following  month  a case  occurred  in  the  \\’alton  W'ard  that 
pointed  to  infection  having  been  contracted  from  a woman  who  had  gone 
to  stay  in  W’alton  after  leaving  a house  in  another  District  where  a case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  ha;l  been  treated  at  home. 

case  that  occurred  in  August  in  the  Hersham  W'ard  had  been 
contracted  out  of  the  District  during  the  School  holidays. 

'I'he  last  case  notified  occurred  in  December,  in  the  Hersham  Ward. 

I'wo  cases  were  notified  from  each  Ward  and  the  four  children  who 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  suffered  from  a mild  form  of 
the  disease. 

The  average  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  in  the  District 
during  the  previous  10  years  was  22.5. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

10  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  as  compared  with  20,  13,  15  and 
17  in  the  four  preceding  years. 
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The  average  yearly  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  10  years 
1902-1911  was  13.1.  The  average  yearly  number  notified  during  the  first 
5 years  of  that  period  was  6.4  and  during  the  last  5 years  it  was  19.8. 

The  numbers  notified  in  the  previous  10  years  varied  from  1 in  1902 
to  34  in  1907. 

In  one  case  the  disease  was  contracted  out  of  the  District.  In 
another  case  it  was  found  subsequent  to  notification  that  the  patient  was 
suffering  from  a laryngitis  that  was  not  caused  by  Diphtheria,  but  against 
that  must  be  recorded  a fatal  case  ascribed  to  simple  acute  laryngitis  in 
which  the  cause  of  death  was  almost  certainly  Diphtheria. 

The  case  just  mentioned  is  that  of  a little  boy  who  was  taken  ill  on 
November  13th  but  was  not  medically  attended  until  the  afternoon  of 
November  15th.  He  died  the  same  evening  and  as  no  membranous 
deposit  had  been  \usible  in  the  throat  t!ie  cause  of  death  was  certified  as 
due  to  acute  laryngitis. 

On  December  9th  an  elder  brother,  aged  6 years,  was  admitted  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  suffering  from  well  marked  laryngeal  Diphtheria. 
Swabs  were  then  taken  from  the  three  other  children  in  the  family  with 
the  result  that  the  bacillus  of  Diphtheria  was  found  in  swabs  taken  front 
M.  R.,  a girl  aged  13,  and  from  B.  R.,  a girl  agjd  8. 

Both  of  these  children  were  removed  to  the  Hospital.  On  making 
enquiries  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  girl 
M.  R.  sulTered  from  a sore  throat  in  the  beginning  of  November.  She 
had  been  engaged  in  work  as  a day  girl  at  a house  in  Walton  and 
complained  of  her  throat  shortly  after  clearing  out  some  foul  house  drains. 
She  was  then  kept  at  home  for  a time,  her  illness  being  treated  as  a simple 
tonsillitis. 

Judging  by  after  events,  there  is  but  little  doubt  that  she  had 
contracted  Di|)htheria  and  that  she  was  the  infecting  cause  of  the 
other  3 cases. 
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The  little  hoy  who  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  had  tracheotomy 
performed  and  he  made  a good  recovery. 

On  December  17  a case  was  notified  from  the  W’alton  W’ard  of  a 
little  boy  who  had  contracted  the  disease  in  such  a severe  form  as  to 
necessitate  tracheotomy.  This  bov  was  treated  at  home  and  made  an 
excellent  recovery. 

His  eldest  sister,  a little  girl  11  years  of  age,  suffered  from  Diphtheria 
in  December  1909  and  a sw\ab  taken  from  her  throat  showed  the  presence 
of  the  Diphtheria  bacillus. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  3 years  since  this  child  had 
suffered  from  Diphtheria,  it  is  quite  possible  that  she  was  a carrier  of 
the  disease. 

There  were  2 deaths  one  of  which  occurred  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
a little  boy  from  Walton  dying  there  on  the  15th  day  of  disease  from 
paralysis  and  heart  failure. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified  in  October  from  the  Whalton  Whird.  'I'he 
patient  was  treated  at  home.  It  appeared  probable  that  the  disease  was 
contracted  out  of  the  District. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

2 cases  were  notified,  both  from  the  Hersham  W’ard.  The  patients 
were  attended  at  confinement  by  a local  midwife.  One  of  the  patients 
was  removed  to  the  Cottage  Hospital  where  she  subsequently  died.  The 
history  of  the  cases  was  investigated  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  the 
local  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Mid  wives  .Act.  As  a result  of  the 
investigations  that  were  made  the  midwife  in  question  was  reported  to  the 
Central  Midwives  Hoard  who  after  due  consideration  of  the  case  struck 
her  off  the  Midwives  Roll. 
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ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 


'I'hese  diseases  were  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
in  March  last  by  a Special  Resolution  of  the  Council  which  was  afterwards 
confirmed  by  the  Rocal  Government  Roard.  It  was  decided  to  make  the 
diseases  notifiable  for  a period  of  5 years  but  the  Local  Government 
Hoard  issued  a General  Order  later  in  the  year  making  these  diseases 
compulsorily  notifiable  throughout  Kngland  and  W'ales  without  an\' 
time  limit. 

I 

One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  (Infantde  Paralysis)  was  notified  from  the 
Oatlands  Wdird  on  December  30th.  The  i^atient  was  a little  girl  two 
years  of  age  who  was  first  taken  ill  on  December  19th  but  the  symptoms 
ot  her  diseas  ■ were  so  vague  that  it  was  not  until  1 1 days  latei  that  a 
definite  diagnosis  could  be  made.  'There  is  some  slight  paraivsis  of  the 
e.xtremities  but  the  patient  is  steadil\  improving. 

There  was  no  other  history  of  any  illness  of  a like  nature  in  the 
famil\’  or  in  the  neighbourhood. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

17  cases  were  notified,  2 under  tiie  Poor  Law  Regulations  1908  and 
the  remainder  under  tlie  I’ublic  Health  ('1  uht  rcrdosis)  Regulatu  ns  1911. 

2 cases  notified  were  non-residents  and  one  case  notified  from  the 
Union  Infiiinary  was  that  of  an  old  man  who  had  been  “living  rough”  in 
the  District.  1 1 of  the  patients  lived  in  the  Walton  Ward  and  3 in  the 
Oatlands  Ward. 


4 ot  the  i^iatients  were  insured  under  the  National  Insurance  Act. 
One  of  these  has  left  the  District,  one  is  receiving  Sanati  rium  benefit  and 
arrangements  are  being  made  for  Institutional  treatment  for  the  i ther  two. 
5 ca-ies  of  those  n )ti(is:l  have  Irul  or  are  h iving  Institutional  treatment.

There  were  6 deaths,  3 of  whicli  were  of  persons  who  had  been 
notified  in  previous  years  under  the  Poor  Law  and  Hospital  Regulations. 

It  was  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  at  their  meeting  on 
November  4th  that  a Medical  Practitioner  in  a neighbouring  District  was 
attending  a case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  Walton-on-Thames 
District  and  had  failed  to  report  the  same  in  accordance  with  Article  I\’. 
of  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1911.  The  Council 
wrote  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  asking  him  to  show  cause  why 
proceedings  should  not  be  taken  against  him  and  on  hearing  his 
e.xplanation  it  was  decided  that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter, 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Whooping  Cough  had  been  present  in  epidemic  form  in  the  Walton 
and  Hersham  W'ards  in  the  latter  part  of  1911  and  the  disease  persisted, 
though  to  a less  extent,  during  the  months  of  January  and  February  of 
the  past  year. 

Some  cases  of  Mum.ps  occurred  at  Hersham  in  April  but  these  did 
not  materially  affect  the  School  attendance. 

Cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  reported  from  the  Fast  Walton  School 
in  April.  In  the  beginning  of  the  following  month  so  many  children  were 
affected  that  the  School  was  closed  from  May  6th  to  May  25th. 

The  disease  extended  in  May  and  June  to  the  children  attending  the 
Walton  Council  Schools  and  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  Infants 
School  in  W'alton  from  June  13th  to  July  8th. 

275  cases  of  Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases  were  notified  by  the 
Head  Teachers  in  the  District.  217  of  those  notifications  were  in  respect 
of  Chicken  Pox. 


There  were  two  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough.

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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 


There  are  9 Registered  Cowkeepers  in  the  District,  the  number  of 
Cows  belonging  to  each  Cowkeeper  varying  from  one  to  40. 


Mr.  Paine  issued  his  usual  Quarterly  Reports  to  the  Council  on  the 
condition  of  the  Milch  Cows  and  these  Reports  as  usual  serve  to  show 
the  advisability  of  systematic  veterinary  inspection. 


In  his  first  Quarterly  Report  Mr.  Paine  stated  that  on  one  farm  four 
of  the  cows  were  suffering  from  a contagious  udder  disease.  These  cows 
were  isolated  and  were  eventually  disposed  of.  Later  in  the  year  a cow 
at  the  same  farm  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  disease  of  the  lungs, 
probably  tubercular.  The  cow  was  destroyed. 


.\t  another  farm  a cow  was  found  to  be  in  an  emaciated  condition 
and  showing  symptoms  of  advanced  Tuberculosis.  This  cow  was  also 
destroyed. 

There  were  fewer  cases  of  Catarrhal  Mastititis  than  usual  but  in  any 
case  that  came  under  observation  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the 
milk  that  came  from  the  affected  quarter  or  quarters  being  used  for  human 
consumption. 

Apart  from  the  cases  above  mentioned  the  general  condition  and 
cleanliness  of  the  cattle  was  good  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  cows  e.xamined  varied  from  137  to  163. 


The  cowsheds  were  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  in  force 
in  the  District. 
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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

Inspections  of  houses  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act 
were  confined  last  year  to  houses  in  the  Walton  Ward.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  examined  166  houses  of  which  53  were  in  Sunbury  Lane,  33  in 
Manor  Road,  59  in  Cambridge  Road,  19  in  Russell  Road  and  2 were 
Corporation  Cottages.

4 houses  consisted  of  living  room  and  one  bedroom  .••  4/4

In  4 of  tlie  houses  there  was  no  Scullery  and  in  30  there  was  no 
Pantry. 

The  Pantry  or  Larder  was  found  to  be  improperly  situated  in  75 
houses,  a dark  cupboard  under  the  stairs  serving  as  a food  store. 

There  were  4 cases  of  overcrowding.  ( )ne  of  these  was  abated  on 
receipt  of  a verbal  notice  and  three  were  abated  after  ser\  ice  cf  written 
notices. 

In  2 instances  the  nuisance  was  abated  b\'  a change  of  residence  and 
in  2 instances  by  making  use  of  the  parlour  as  a bedroom. 


A detailed  list  of  defects  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  in  121  instances  there  was  want  of 
paving  to  back  yards  Preliminary  notices  requiring  such  paving  were 
served  in  each  case  and  a great  improvement  has  undoubtedp-  been 
effected  in  the  last  year  or  two  by  the  provision  of  such  paving,  which  is 
of  service  to  both  owner  and  occupier.

NUISANCES. 


The  Thames  Conservancy  has  in  former  years  complained  of  the 
condition  of  the  water  discharging  from  a surface  water  drain  into  the 
River  Thames.  Several  sources  of  pollution  have  been  discovered  and 
dealt  with.  Last  year  an  inspection  was  made  of  the  surface  water  drain 
which  discharges  into  the  Thames  at  the  Public  Wharf.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  reports  in  connexion  with  this  that  74  houses  were  inspected  in 
Manor  Road  between  the  outfall  and  Terrace  Road,  and  155  houses  were 
inspected  in  Manor  Road  and  the  streets  intervening  between  the  outfall 
and  Winchester  Road. 

In  the  length  from  Manor  Road  to  'Terrace  Road  he  discovered  that 
there  were  discharging  into  the  Surface  Water  Drain — 1 w.c.,  2 sink 
gullies,  and  1 bath  waste. 

In  the  length  from  Manor  Road  to  Winchester  Road  he  discovered 
that  there  were  discharging  into  the  Surface  W'ater  Drain — 5 w.c’s., 
8 sink  gullies,  5 stable  drains,  and  1 slaughter  house  drain. 

All  the  pollutions  have  been  cut  oflF  from  the  Surface  W'ater  Drain 
and  have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers,  with  the  exception  of 
1 stable  drain  and  1 sink  gulley  which  are  receiving  attention. 
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Cottimore  Lane  is  still  in  a disgraceful  condition  but  the  Council  are 
unfortunately  powerless  to  remedy  the  evil  until  the  present  litigation, 
illustrative  of  Law’s  delay,  has  come  to  an  end. 


In  1910  the  District  Council  decided  to  “take  the  street  over,”  and 
notices  of  apportionment  were  served  by  the  Surveyor  in  October  of  that 
year,  with  respect  to  a length  of  about  300  yards  of  the  Lane. 


Mrs.  Cababe  is  the  owner  of  one  side  of  this  length  and  objections  to 
the  apportionment  were  lodged  on  her  behalf,  her  contention  being  that 
the  street  was  a highway  repairable  by  the  inhabitants  at  large. 


On  Jan.i.iry  30th,  1911,  the  case  was  before  the  Court  of  Summary 
jurisdiction  at  Kingston  when  the  decision  was  gi\en  in  fa\our  of  the 
District  Council  with  costs. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  ()uarter  Sessions  with  the  same  result.  A 
special  case  was  then  stated  for  the  Divisional  Court  and  it.  was 
afterwards  taken  to  the  Court  of  Appeal.  In  all  four  Courts  the  decision 
was  in  favour  of  the  District  Council  with  costs. 

In  order  to  abat ' the  present  nuisance  the  Council  offered  to  mak'e 
the  road  up,  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Courts,  but  this  offer  was 
not  accepted. 

PRIVATE  STREETS,  NEW  BUILDINGS,  Etc. 

Mr.  Ralph  Wilds,  the  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  reports  that  Sunburv 
Lane,  in  the  Walton  Ward,  and  Castle  Road,  in  the  Oatlands  Ward,  were 
made  up  under  the  Private  Street  W'orks  .Vet.  but  that  owing  to  litigation 
the  Council  tire  still  prevented  from  elfecting  any  improxement  in 
Cottimore  Ltine. 


Walton-on -Thames  Urban  District 


Plans  for  17  new  dwelling  houses  were  approved. 

Considerable  works  are  taking  place  in  connexion  with  the 
development  of  the  S.  George’s  Hill  Estate,  about  600  acres  of  which 
are  within  the  Walton-on-Thanies  District.  1 1 dwelling  houses  and 
2 clubhouses  have  already  been  erected  there,  or  are  in  course  of 
erection. 

The  sites  for  the  dwelling  houses  on  the  Estate  are  not  in  any  case 
less  than  an  acre,  and  it  is  proposed  that  they  shall  vary  from  one  to 
30  acres. 


Another  important  development  in  the  District  will  shortly  be 
elbected  in  connexion  with  the  Whiteley  Homes  Trust.  The  Trustees 
have  purchased  235  acres  in  the  Hersham  Ward  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  from  40()  to  600  cottages  will  be  eventually  erected.

NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

There  were  49  deaths  in  the  District,  3 of  which  were  deaths  of 
non-residents.  10  deaths  of  residents  registered  in  other  Districts  were 
transferred  to  Weybridge. 

The  number  of  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  was  56. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  was  6417  and  on  this  basis 
the  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  8.7  per  1000,  the  most  favourable  rate 
that  has  been  recorded  since  1906. 

In  1911  the  Death  Rate  was  9.1  per  1000  and  the  average  of  the 
years  1907-1911  was  9.2. 

'bhere  was  only  one  death  from  Phthisis  as  compared  with  6 deaths 
from  that  disease  in  191  1,  2 in  1910  and  9 in  1909. 


4 deaths  occurred  from  Cancer  as  against  7,  5 and  4 in  the  three 
years  immediately  imeceding. 

During  the  i^ast  10  years  there  have  been  40  deaths  from  Cancer  in 
the  District. 

Exactly  50  i)er  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  at  the 
age  period  of  65  years  and  upwards. 


NUMBER  OF  BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 


86  Pirths  were  registered  in  the  District:  4 of  this  number  were 
illegitimate.  4 Pirths  were  transferred  to  the  District  and  one  of  these 
was  illegitimate. 
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In  1911,  1910  and  1909  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  3,  5 
and  3 respectively. 

Tlie  total  number  of  Nett  fdirths  for  the  year  was  90. 

The  District  again  breaks  record  in  the  matter  of  a low  Birth  Rate 
as  last  year  the  Birth  Rate  was  only  14.0  per  1000.  In  1892  the  Death 
Rate  was  0.2  per  1000  higher. 

In  1911  the  Birth  Rate  was  17.2  per  1000  and  the  average  rate 
during  the  5 year  period  1907-1911  was  16.0  per  1000. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

d'here  were  6 deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  Infant  Mortality  of  66.6  per  1000  births. 

In  1911  the  corresponding  rate  was  82.5. 

d'he  average  yearl\-  rate  during  1907-1911  was  70.8. 

4 of  the  6 infantile  deaths  were  due  to  iirematurity.  2 of  these 
deaths  occurred  24  hours  after  birth.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  Report  on  Infectious  Disease  is  necessarily,  and  fortunately, 
very  brief,  as  there  is  hardly  any  matter  for  comment  beyond  the 
remarkable  freedom  the  District  enjoyed  during  the  past  year  from 
such  disease. 
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There  were  only  10  cases  notified.  5 of  those  were  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  year  was  1.5  per  1000.  In  the  preceding 
3 years  the  attack  rates  were  2.8,  6.2  and  8.8  per  1000. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  notified  during  the  past  10  years,  the 
number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  since  1908,  together

SCARLET  FEVER. 

'I'liree  cases  were  notified  from  2 houses. 

'I'he  first  case  was  notified  on  .Vj^ril  2nd  and  occurred  in  a house 
in  Thames  Street  in  which  there  had  been  another  case  5 years 
previously. 
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The  other  cases  were  of  two  brothers  who  were  first  ill  on  May  27th, 
when  it  was  thought  the  disease  from  which  they  were  suffering  was 
German  Measles.  Owing  to  the  character  of  the  desquamation  which 
subsequently  appeared  they  were  notified  on  June  lltb  as  suffering  from 
Scarlet  Fever. 

The  three  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  no  notifications. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

I'here  were  no  notifications. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

One  case  was  notified  in  .\ugust. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified.  This  was  of  a wotnan  who  had  been 
attendjd  at  confinement  b\’  a local  midwife  who  failed  to  send  for 
medical  assistance  when  such  assistance  was  urgently  needed.  The 

patient  was  eventually  removed  to  the  Cottage  Hospital,  but  the 

disease  luoved  fatal  and  the  death  was  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  Inquest. 
The  midwife  who  attended  the  case  had  been  previously  reported  to  the 
County  Council  as  incompetent  and  illiterate. 

She  has  been  suspended  from  practice  and  her  case  has  been  reported 
to  the  Central  Midwives  Hoard. 

In  March  a death  occurred  at  the  Cottage  Hospital  and  was 

registered  as  due  to  premature  labour,  Septicoemia  and  Cardiac  Failure.

The  case  should  properly  ha\  e been  notified  as  one  of  Puerperal  I'ever. 
The  death  has  been  entered  in  Table  III.  as  due  to  that  disease. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

These  diseases  were  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
by  a Special  Resolution  of  the  Council  which  was  approved  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  Council  decided  to  make  the  diseases 
notifiable  for  a period  of  5 years.  Later  in  the  year  the  Local 
Government  Board  issued  a General  Order  which  applies  to  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  and  adds  acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Cerebro  Spinal 
Fever  to  the  list  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

There  is  no  time  limit  in  the  Order. 

No  notifications  of  either  of  these  diseases  were  received. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  5 notifications  of  Pulmonary  I'uberculosis.  One  case 
was  that  of  a \ isitor  to  Weybridge  who  left  the  District  shortlv  after 
noti  lic'ition. 

In  .mother  case  the  jiatient  notified  had  only  lived  in  the  District 
tor  a few  weeks.  1 1 is  case  was  notified  in  Aindl  and  on  in(]uiry  it  was 
ascertained  that  his  illness  had  dated  from  1907.  In  November  his  wife 
was  taken  ill  and  on  examination  it  was  found  that  she  was  suffering  from 
the  same  disease. 


One  of  the  jxitients  is  insured  under  the  National  Insurance  .\ct. 
I lire  ' ol  the  cases  notified  ha\’e  had  1 nstitutionnl  treatment. 
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One  death  was  registered  as  due  to  Phthisis  but  in  this  instance 
a definite  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  had  not  been  made 
during  life  and  the  case  was  consequently  not  notified,  although  the  facts 
of  the  case  were  reported  as  soon  as  the  cause  of  death  had  been 
ascertained. 


Pour  cases  were  under  observation  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 

year. 


OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  had  been  an  epideihic  of  Mumps  in  Weybridge  in  December 
1911,  and  at  the  re-opening  of  S.  James’  School  in  January  it  was  found 
that  so  many  children  were  still  affected  by  the  disease  that  School 
Closure  was  advised  for  a week  from  January  8th  to  January  15th. 


Cerman  Measles  had  hem  very  prevalent  in  neighbouring  Districts 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the  disease  appeared  among 
WTy bridge  children  towards  the  end  of  .'Vpril.  The  incidence  of  the 
disease  was  most  marked  among  the  children  in  the  Girls’  Department  of 
S.  James’  School,  and  that  Department  was  closed  from  May  10th  to 
May  25th,  but  10  days  after  the  girls’  school  had  been  closed  it  was 
found  that  the  disease  was  making  itself  so  marked  among  the  boys 
and  infants  as  to  necessitate  the  closure  of  those  Departments. 


S.  Charles’  School  was  also  closed  on  account  of  German  Measles. 


During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were 
reported  from  S.  James’  School. 

The  Infants’  School  was  principally  affected,  but  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  to  ad\'ise  School  Closure. 
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COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

Quarterly  examinations  of  Milch  Cows  belonging  to  registered 
Cowkeepers  in  the  District  were  made  by  Mr.  A.  Payne,  F.R.^^C.S., 
\^eterinary  Inspector  to  the  Council. 

74  cows  were  examined  at  each  of  the  first  two  inspections,  67  at  the 
third  and  75  at  the  fourth  inspection.  56  new  cows  were  introduced  into 
the  milking  herds  during  the  year. 

At  the  first  inspection  two  cows  on  one  of  the  farms  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  disease  of  the  udder.  They  were  cpuarantined  and  kept 
under  observation  until  one  went  dry  and  the  other  was  disposed  of. 

Two  cows  were  reported  in  October  as  suffering  from  disease  of  the 
udder  which  was  not  considered  of  a tubercular  nature.  At  the  time  of 
examination  these  cows  were  not  yielding  milk-

d'he  general  condition  and  cleanliness  of  the  cattle  were  stated  to  be 
good  throughout  the  year  at  two  of  the  farms.  At  the  third  farm  the 
cleanliness  of  the  cows  was  described  as  onl\-  fair  on  the  occasion  cf  the 
last  cpiarterly  examination  ; for  the  rest  of  the  year  it  was  good. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

150  inspections  were  made  under  Section  17  of  the  Mousing  and 
4'o\vn  Planning  Act. 

6 houses  were  insiiected  in  Station  Road,  11  in  Chestnut  Lane,  13  in 
Prooklands  Lane,  5 in  New  Road,  9 in  drove  IMace.  8 in  Glencoe  Road, 
39  in  Church  Wkdk,  19  in  Thames  Street,  9 in  Elm  Grove  Road,  9 in 
Gascoigne  Road,  21  in  Jessamy  Road,  3 in  Radnor  Road,  3 in  High  Street 
and  5 in  Dorchester  Road.

In  1911  26  four  roomed  cottages  and  84  five  roomed  cottages  were 
inspected.  The  average  weekly  rent  per  room  of  the  former  was  1/7  and 
of  the  latter  1/72.  The  corresponding  rents  in  the  cottages  examined  last 
year  were  l/7i  and  1/84-  ■1'9  of  the  houses  examined  were  without 

pantry  or  larder.  The  main  defects  in  the  premises  examined  were  found 
to  consist  of  dirty  walls  and  ceilings,  defective  roofs  and  want  of  or 
defective  paving  of  yards. 

2 Statutory  Notices  were  issued  with  respect  to  the  cleansing  of 
walls  and  ceilings,  and  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Chertsey,  Walton-on- 
Thames  and  Weybridge,  and  for  the  Parish  of  Byfleet,  in  the  Chertsey 
Rural  District,  is  for  the  most  part  obtained  from  the  West  Surrey  W'^ater 
Company,  whose  works  are  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  the 
intake  being  obtained  from  that  river  at  a point  in  the  ^^’alton  District  a 
short  distance  above  the  Walton  Bridge. 

The  Councils  of  the  Districts  above  - named  have  made  an 
arrangement  with  Dr.  Rideal  for  a complete  analysis  of  the  water, 
samples  of  which  are  obtained  every  month  from  one  or  other  of 
the  Districts. 

Under  this  arrangem''nt  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
Dr.  Rideal  for  analysis  in  January,  May  and  September  from  \Vevbridge  ; 
in  I'ebruary,  June  and  October  from  Chertsey;  in  March,  July  and 
November  from  Walton  ; and  in  April.  .August  and  December  from 
1 >yfleet. 

In  former  years  a tabulated  statement  has  been  issued  showing  the 
results  of  the  Monthly  Chemical  .Analysis.  .A  similar  statement  has  been 
made  out  for  the  past  year  with  respect  to  the  results  of  the  bacteriological 
e.xaminations. 
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RESULTS  OF  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 
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1 he  result  of  the  Chemical  Analyses  and  the  Bateriological 
Examinations  were  satisfactory.  The  latter  were  especially  good.  The 
only  occasion  on  which  the  number  of  micro-organisms  exceeded  100  c.c. 
was  in  October,  and  the  number  then  found  can  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  bottle  sent  for  collecting  the  sample  was  broken  in  transit 
and  a non-sterile  bottle  was  used  in  its  place. 

Excluding  the  October  results,  the  number  of  micro-organisms  per 
c.c.  averaged  only  18,  as  compared  with  46  per  c.c.  in  the  previous  year. 

Coli  organisms  were  present  on  three  occasions. 

4 iiey  were  not  associated  with  Spores  of  Bacillus  Enteritidis 
Sporogenes.  The  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was  not  reported  as  found 
in  any  one  of  the  samples.

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NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  AND  DEATH  RATE. 

37  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District.  11  deaths  of  residents 
were  transferred  to  Windleshain  from  other  Districts  and  3 deaths  of 
non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  District  were  transferred  out. 


The  number  of  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  District  was  45,  and  this 
on  an  estimated  population  of  4366  yields  a Death  Rate  for  the  year  of 
10.3  per  1000. 

In  1911  the  Death  Rate  was  14.2  per  1000  and  the  average  Death 
Rate  for  the  five  year  period  1907-191  1 was  10.6  per  1000. 


Over  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  occurred  at  the  age 
period  of  65  years  and  upwards. 


Tliere  were  5 deaths  from  Pulmonary  'Fuberculosis  as  compared  with 
6 in  191  1 , 4 in  1910,  and  4 in  1909. 


There  were  2 deaths  from  Cancer,  a disease  that  has  been  ihe  cause 
of  22  deaths  during  the  past  5 years. 


NUMBER  OF  BIRTHS  AND  BIRTH  RATE. 

91  Mirths  were  registered  in  the  District.  One  of  these  was 
illegitimate. 

The  Mirth  Rate  for  the  year  was  20.8  per  1000  which  compares  with 
a rate  of  18.9  i)er  1000  in  1911  and  an  average  rate  of  19.4  per  1000  for 
the  five  year  period  1907-1911.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 


There  were  6 deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  Infant  INIortality  of  65.9  per  1000  births,  which  is 
less  than  half  of  the  corresponding  rate  in  1911. 

The  average  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  during  1907-1911  was  62.4. 

5 of  the  6 deaths  were  of  male  children.  One  death  was  due  to 
Scarlet  P'ever,  one  was  of  an  illegitimate  child  born  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  remainder  were  registered  as  due  to  prematurity,  atrophy  and 
inanition.

The  attack  rate  for  the  year  was  5.7  per  1000  as  compared  with  rates 
of  10.5,  1.4  and  3.1  per  1000  in  the  three  preceding  years. 


r 
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June  was  the  only  month  in  wliich  no  notifications  were  received. 

10  out  of  the  total  number  of  cases  notified  were  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

13  cases  were  notified  as  comi)ared  with  35,  1,  9 and  17  notified  in 
the  preceding  4 years. 

5 cases  occurred  in  Windlesham  and  the  remainder  at  Pashot. 

The  5 Windlesham  cases  affected  4 houses  and  the  8 Pagshot 
cases  3 houses. 

The  first  case  was  notified  on  March  3rd  from  Windlesham.  The 
patient  was  a little  boy  (S.  C.)  who  had  been  attending  Whndlesham 
School,  and  it  appears  probable  that  he  ceuitracted  the  disease  from 
a girl  (M.  E.)  attending  the  same  class  at  schoctl.  This  child,  who  lived 
in  another  District,  had  been  absent  from  school  for  a fortnight  from 
February  1st  on  account  of  sore  throat  and  headache.  There  was  also 
a history  of  a rash  but  the  patients  had  not  sought  medical  ad\  ice. 
Dr.  Prowu,  the  County  School  Medical  Inspector,  examined  the  child 
some  days  after  she  had  returned  to  school  and  excluded  her  on  account 
of  general  desquantation,  the  result  of  Scarlet  l^'ever.  4'he  illness  of  the 
boy  (S.  C.)  dated  from  February  29th.  Me  was  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  on  March  4th,  where  he  remained  for  over  8 weeks.  .After  he 
left  the  Hospital  on  .April  10th  he  developed  a nasal  discharge,  and  a little 
boy  in  the  neighbourhood  who  had  been  playing  with  him  contracted  the 
disease  on  May  9th. 

On  August  29th  a boy  of  8 was  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hosj')ital 
from  Windlesham  on  the  lOth  day  of  disease.  This  boy  remained  in  the 
Hospital  tor  96  days  as  he  developed  a nasal  discharge  that  lasted  from 
the  36th  to  the  63rd  da\'  of  disease. 
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His  younger  sister  was  removed  to  Ottershaw  on  October  23rd.  The 
last  Windlesham  case  was  a mild  sporadic  case  that  occurred  in 
November,  and  the  patient  was  treated  at  home. 

Six  of  the  Bagshot  cases  occurred  in  Connaught  Road.  Four  of  the 
cases  were  notified  from  one  house  during  August  and  September. 

The  occupants  of  the  house  consisted  of  3 adults  and  8 children, 
whose  ages  ranged  from  13  years  to  2 months. 

The  children  admitted  to  the  Hospital  were  horribly  verminous  and 
dirty,  and  the  house,  which  was  infested  with  insects,  looked  poverty- 
stricken. 

On  December  2nd  a girl  of  14  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
from  P>agshot,  and  5 days  later  2 more  children  were  removed  from 
the  same  house. 

One  of  these  last  was  a baby  8 ?nonths  old,  and  one  of  twins.  He 
was  congenitall/  malformed  and  only  lived  for  two  days  after  his 
admission  to  the  H(?s])ital. 

child  under  2 years  of  age  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  from 
X'lcarage  Lane,  Bagshot,  on  March  11th.  He  was  the  youngest  of  a 
family  of  nine.  None  of  the  other  children  contracted  the  disease,  and 
the  patient,  who  was  operated  on  for  a lumbar  abscess,  made  a good 
recovery. 

12  of  the  13  cases  notilied  were  removed  to  Ottershaw.  There  was 
one  death. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notilied  and  proved  fatal.  The  nature 
of  the  disease  was  only  ascertained  just  previous  to  the  death  of  the 
patient,  and  notification  of  the  case  was  not  received  until  after  the 
death  had  occurred. 
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Only  10  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  District  during 
the  past  6 years. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


One  case  was  notified.  This  was  of  a mild  nature  and  occurred  at 
Bagshot  in  December. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS  AND  CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

The  Council  resolved  in  March  to  make  these  diseases  notifiable 
for  a period  of  5 years.  The  resolution  was  confirmed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  who  subsequently  made  a General  Order  which 
provides  for  the  notification  of  both  diseases  throughout  bbigland  and 
Wales. 

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  District. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

10  cases  were  notified,  9 under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1911,  and  1 under  the  Hospital  Regulations  1911. 

One  of  the  patients  notified  was  a visitor  to  the  District.  6 of  the 
notifications  were  received  during  the  first  week  in  January. 
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With  one  exception  there  was  a distinct  family  history  of  Tuberculosis 
in  all  the  cases  notified. 

One  man  who  had  been  ill  for  over  two  years  and  had  come  into  the 
District  on  account  of  his  health  had  lost  a sister  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  7 of  his  8 children  had  died,  one  from  Measles  and  the 
others  from  some  form  of  Tuberculosis. 

7 of  the  patients  notified  have  had  or  are  having  Plospital  or 
Sanatorium  treatment. 

'I'hree  cases  were  notified  in  the  last  6 months.  One  of  these 
patients  was  insured  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  and  is  receiving 
Sanatorium  treatment. 

One  death  occurred  of  a case  notified  the  previous  year,  and  four 
occurred  among  the  cases  notified  last  year.  One  of  these  deaths  was  of 
a non-resident  and  is  not  included  in  the  list  given  in  Table  III.  One 
death  from  Pulmonary  Tubeiculosis  that  occurred  in  the  Wokingham 
Infirmary  was  transferred  by  the  Registrar  Oeneral  to  Pagshot. 

Upon  enquiring  into  this  case  it  was  ascertained  that  the  deceased 
before  going  to  Wokingham  had  been  employed  on  a farm  near  Bagshot. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  5 cases  were  under  observation. 


OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  District  was  remarkably  free  from  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough. 

A few  cases  of  Mumps  occurred  in  January  at  Bagshot  and  in  the 
following  month  there  were  several  cases  of  Chicken  Pox. 
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When  the  first  case  of  Mumps  occurred  all  contacts  were  excluded 
from  School  and  a careful  watch  was  kept  over  the  rest  of  the  children 
by  the  Head  Teacher.  It  is  extremely  satisfactory  that  the  steps  taken 
were  sufficient  to  prevent  any  extension  of  the  disease,  as  once  Mumps 
gets  any  hold  of  children  attending  School  the  attendance  is  seriously 
affected  for  a considerable  period. 

Only  27  notifications  were  received  from  Hagshot  and  Windlesham 
Schools  throughout  the  year.

Suburban  W'ater  Ccmipany. 

Samples  of  the  water  are  taken  every  month  and  are  submitted  to 
Professor  Hewlett  for  bacteriological  examination  and  to  Mr.  F.  12.  Devtin 
for  chemical  analysis. 

The  Samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  K.'isthampstead  Rural 
District,  from  12gham,  Feltham,  Staines,  Windlesham,  and  from  the 
Windsor  Rural  District,  all  of  these  Districts  being  withiit  the  Compain  ’s 
area  of  supply. 

d'he  following  are  the  tabulated  results  of  the  Dacteriolcgical 
Fxaminations  aiul  the  Chemical  Antilyse.s  \\hich  were  made  during  the 
yetir  : 
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In  the  Annual  Report  for  1911  unfavourable  comment  was  made  on 
the  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Company. 

The  Reports  from  Professor  Hewlett  and  Mr.  P)evan  on  the  Sample 
taken  in  December  1911  showed  that  the  water  was  of  a very  bad  quality. 
Adverse  Reports  were  also  received  with  respect  to  the  first  two  samples 
that  were  submitted  for  examination  in  1912  and  a Special  Conference  of 
Delegates  of  Local  Authorittes  concerned  was  held  at  Staines  on 
February  27th  to  consider  what  action,  if  any,  should  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  Company  provided  a supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water. 

'I'he  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  Counties  of  Surrey,  Middlesex 
and  Rerkshire  were  present  at  the  Conference  the  proceedings  at  which 
were  discussed  in  Committee. 

The  Company's  Waterworks  had  been  visited  on  I'ebruary  19th 
when  it  was  ascertained  that  the  Company  were  erecting  works  for  the 
treatment  of  the  water  by  a Chlorine  process  whereby  it  was  hoped  to 
eliminate  any  danger  from  pathogenic  organisms.  Subsequent  visits 
were  paid  to  the  Company’s  works  on  July  15th  and  October  18th.  On 
the  last  named  date,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Chairman  and  Directors  of 
the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company,  the  %\orks  were  visited  by  a 
number  of  Representatives  of  Councils  whose  Districts  are  within  the 
area  of  supply  of  the  Company,  and  the  process,  which  had  been  in 
operation  for  about  4 months,  was  explained  by  Dr.  Thresh  who  with 
1 )r.  Beale  makes  periodical  analyses  of  the  water  on  behalf  of  the 
Water  Company. 

In  brief,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  water,  after  passing  through  sand 
filters,  is  treated  with  a definite  amount  of  chlorine  solution  obtained 
from  oxy-chloride  of  lime  or  bleaching  jrowder,  and  is  subsequently 
dechlorinated  by  passing  through  filters  of  special  granulated  charcoal. 

The  chlorine  treatment  was  commenced  in  June,  and  it  cannot  be  said 
that  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  made  by  Professor 
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Hewlett  during  the  seven  months  ending  in  December  1912  show  an\' 
marked  improvement  over  the  corresponding  examinations  in  the  previous 
year.  In  1911  the  average  number  of  micro-organisms  developing  on 
gelatin  at  20'^  C.  in  4 days  during  the  period  June — December  was  151, 
and  the  average  number  developing  on  agar  at  3'^°  C.  in  48  hours  was  21. 
The  corresponding  numbers  for  the  past  year  were  294  and  62. 


In  1911  during  the  same  period,  coliform  organisms  were  present  on 
4 occasions  and  typical  bacillus  coli  was  present  in  5 c.c.  of  the  sample 
taken  in  December.  Last  year  typical  bacillus  coli  was  present  in  10  c.c. 
of  the  sample  taken  in  December,  but  was  absent  from  the  other  samples 
and  atypical  coli  organisms  were  only  found  in  the  sample  taken  in 
September. 

The  results  c>f  the  December  analysis  were  as  disquieting  as  they 
were  unexpected,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  analyses  made  this  year  will 
yield  more  fax'ourable  results. 


A complaint  was  received  in  Octobjr  from  a resident  in  llagslu.t  as 
to  the  (piality  ot  the  water  siqiplied  to  Ins  house.  The  W ater  Company 
were  communicated  with  and  at  their  instance  a sample  was  taken  on 
October  17th  from  the  taj)  at  the  house  and  submitted  to  Drs.  '1  hresh  and 
Beale  for  analysis.  The  Engineer  to  the  Company  kindlv  forwarded  the 
Report  on  the  sample  which  was  as  follows: — Chemically  this  water  is 
of  fair  quality,  the  organic  matter  present  not  being  excessi\e. 
ICicteriologically  the  water  is  of  a very  high  degree  of  purity.  It  contains 
few  bacteria  and  none  of  an  objectionable  tyj-ie.  4'he  water  therefore  is 
excellent  and  well  adapted  for  public  supply.” 

The  bacteriological  results  were  as  a matter  of  fact  extraordinarily 
good,  as  the  number  of  organisms  growing  on  gelatine  at  20'  c.  in  3 days 
was  only  21  and  there  was  an  entire  absence  of  growth  on  agar  at  37*^'  c.  in 
(jne  da\'.

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

06  houses  were  inspected  during  the  course  of  the  year  under 
Section  17  of  the  Housing  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act,  1909. 

2 houses  were,  on  inspection,  found  to  be  in  such  a condition  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  representations  to  this  effect  were  made  to 
the  Council. 

One  cottage  in  respect  of  which  a representation  was  made  at  the  end 
of  1911,  was  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  by  the  owner,  details  of  the 
necessary  work  ha\  ing  been  forwarded  to  him  by  the  Inspector. 
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One  representation  was  made  as  to  an  empty  cottage,  at  Chertsey 
Road,  Windlesham.  The  owner  decided  to  carry  out  the  work  necessary 
to  make  the  cottage  fit  for  human  habitation  and  this  has  been  commenced. 
The  Council  did  not,  therefore,  make  a Closing  Order. 

Another  representation  was  made  as  to  a cottage  at  Baigents  Lane, 
Windlesham.  The  owner  was  supplied  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
with  a schedule  of  the  work  which  it  would  be  necessary  to  carry  out  to 
render  the  cottage  fit  for  habitation,  and  he  replied  that  he  did  not  intend 
at  present  to  carry  out  such  work.  A Closing  Order  was  therefore 
recommended  by  the  Sanitary  Committee  in  December  and  was  made  by 
the  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 

10  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  to  exist.  Notices  to  abate  this 
nuisance  were  given  either  in  writing  or  verbally. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  ordered  to  be  ser\-ed,  but  the  nuisance  was 
abated  before  ser\  ice  of  notice. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  occurred  in  a cottage  with  three  bedrooms, 
and  9 cases  occurred  in  cottages  with  two  bedrooms. 


Two  cases  were  abated  by  adults  leax  ing  the  cottage. 

One  case  existed  owing  to  the  family  using  only* one  bedroom, 
although  there  were  two  in  the  cottage.  'I'he  nuisance  was  abated  by 
using  both  bedrooms. 

One  case,  where  two  families  were  occupying  one  cottage,  was 
abated  by  one  family  leaving  and  going  into  the  adjoining  cottage  which 
had  become  \-acant. 

One  case  was  abated  by  a re-arrangement  of  the  sleeping  arrangements. 
I wo  cases  were  abated  by  the  use  of  Bari  nir  for  sleeping  purposes.

'I'wo  cases  were  abated  by  use  of  Kitchen  for  sleeping  purposes  and 
one  adult  leaving  the  premises. 

One  case  has  not  yet  been  abated. 

One  of  the  chief  defects  found  to  exist  at  the  cottages  was  the 
existence  of  datnp  walls  caused  by  the  driving  rains  experienced  at  the 
end  of  1911  and  beginning  of  1912,  following  on  the  hot  summer  of  1911. 
The  walls  which  suffered  most  in  this  respect  were  those  facing  the  south- 
east and  south-west. 

Nineteen  n(^w  cottages  were  built  during  the  year,  or  were  nearing 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  following  figures  show  the  approximate  rental  value  of 
these  cottages

Detailed  particulars  have  now  been  obtained  of  144  houses  in  the 
District  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  has  appended  a list  of  the 
principal  defects  found  during  the  past  year  has  done  excellent  work  in 
connexion  with  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  and  the  consequent 
improvement  of  the  cottages  and  their  surroundings. 
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DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  18  cowkeepers  on  the 
Ivegister  and  one  purveyor  of  milk.  During  the  year  the  business  of  the 
purveyor  of  milk  changed  hands  but  no  alteration  was  made  to  the  number 
on  the  Register. 

The  cowsheds  in  the  District  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  the 
necessary  lime  washing  has  been  carried  out  by  the  occupiers  In  one  or 
two  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a notice  on  the  occupier 
where  this  work  had  not  already  been  done. 

At  one  Farm  the  the  two  small  cowsheds  were  in  a defective  and 
insanitary  condition.  The  attention  of  the  occupier  was  drawn  to  this 
and  during  the  year  a new  shed  was  ccmmenced  Iniving  acccmmodaticn 
for  16  cows.  'I'he  shed  will  be  inovided  with  light,  ventilation,  paving 
and  channel  in  accordance  with  the  regulatirms.  4'he  work  has  not  yet 
been  completed. 

4'he  Council  has  not  appointed  a \’eterinarv  Insi^ector  to  examine 
the  milch  cows  belonging  to  the  Registered  ('owkee])ers  in  the  District. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


'I'here  are  4 slaughter  houses  in  the  District,  3 at  Ragshot  and  one  at 
Windlesham.  These  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  the  necessarv* 
limewashing  has  been  done. 

Inspections  of  carcases  and  butchers  meat  ha\'e  also  been  m.ade,  but 
iKj  unsound  or  diseased  meat  was  discovered. 

One  of  the  slaughter  houses  at  Ragshot  has  changed  hands  during 
the  year. 
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The  lairs  in  connection  with  tliis  slaugliter  house  have  been  repaired 
and  improved,  and  a proper  channel  and  drain  provided  to  the  lairs. 

Instructions  were  given  by  the  Council  in  1911  for  obtaining  the 
services  of  a Veterinary  Surgeon  in  connection  with  any  doubtful  cases  of 
diseased  or  unsound  meat,  but  the  necessity  for  such  services  did  not  arise 
during  the  year. 


POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  received  letters  from  the 
Thames  Conservancy  complaining  that  the  watercourse  running  through 
the  liigh  Street  and  the  Square,  Bagshot,  was  being  polluted  with  matter 
of  a sewage  nature,  and  asking  the  Council  to  give  the  matter  their 
attention.  The  Surveyor  was  given  instructions  to  make  inspections  to 
ascertain  as  far  as  possible  what  drains  there  were  discharging  sewage 
matter  int  > the  watercourse.  An  inspection  of  the  properties  adjoining 
this  watercourse  was  made  when  it  was  found  that  the  following 
connections  existed  : — 

1.  Cottage  sink  and  waste  water  gulley  connected  by  a pipe  drain 
with  the  watercourse  direct. 

2.  'I'he  overflow  from  a cesspool  taking  the  drainage  from  two  w.c’s. 
and  sinks  connected  to  the  watercourse  by  an  overflow  jiipe  from  the 
cesspool. 

3.  Overflow  from  a cesspool  taking  tlie  drainage  from  a w.c.,  bath 
and  sink  connected  by  an  overflow  pipe  to  the  watercourse  ; also  the 
discharge  of  sewage  matter  into  a surface  water  gulley  in  the  yard. 

4.  Overflow  pipe  from  a cesspool  taking  the  sink  waste  from  the 
house. 

5.  Bath  and  waste  water  discharged  into  the  watercourse  through  a 
rain  water  yard  gulley. 

6.  Ditto, 

7.  Ciulley  taking  the  sink  and  waste  water  connected  direct  with  the 
watercourse  by  a pipe  drain. 
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8.  Six  cottages,  the  sink  wastes  of  which  were  connected  with  the 
water  course. 

9.  Six  cottages,  the  overflow  from  cesspools  of  which  discharged 
into  the  watercourse  (through  a surface  water  drain). 

A full  report  of  the  investigations  was  made  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee.  The  whole  question  was  fully  gone  into  by  the  Committee 
and  the  Council,  and  it  was  decided  to  serve* preliminary  notices  upon  the 
various  owners  concerned  to  cut  off  the  drains  and  overflows  from  the 
cesspools  and  to  cease  the  pollution. 

These  notices  were  served  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  matter  will 
be  further  reported  upon. 

NEW  STREETS. 

Plans  of  2 New  Streets  at  the  Sunningdale  end  of  the  District  were 
approved  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  One  Street  leads  out  of  the 
Ridgemount  Road,  and  the  other  leads  from  the  Charters  Road  to  the 
London  Road. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

26  plans  of  new  dwelling  houses  and  shops,  14  plans  of  alterations 
and  additions  to  buildings,  and  5 plans  of  otlier  buildings  were  during  the 
year  approved  by  the  Council,  making  a total  of  45  as  compared  with  44 
in  1911,  and  43  in  1 910.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL 


The  Isolation  Hospital  is  situated  at  Ottershavv,  in  the  Addlestone 
W'ard  of  the  Chertsey  Urban  District. 

During  the  past  year  89  cases  were  admitted.  56  of  these  were  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  the  remainder  were  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

In  1911,  1 18  cases  were  admitted  and  the  yearly  average  number  of 
admissions  during  the  10-year  period  1902-1911  was  165. 

33  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
this  disease,  the  fatality  from  which  was  equal  to  9.09  per  cent. 

One  death  occurred  in  March  of  a chikl  6 years  of  age  who  died  on 
the  15th  day  of  the  disease. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  on  the  6th  day  of  disease. 

I'he  second  death  was  of  a child  5 years  of  age  who  was  admitted 
from  Hylleet  on  the  3rd  day  of  disease.  Death  superveneti  8 hours  after 
admission. 

'I'he  third  death  occurred  11  hours  after  the  patient  was  admitted.  In 
this  instance  the  patient  was  a little  girl  of  6 years  of  age  who  had  been 
ill  for  9 days  before  she  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

Some  of  the  patients  who  recovered  suffered  from  the  disease  in  a 
severe  form.  In  cme  severe  laryngral  case  tracheotomy  was  advised,  but 
the  parents  refused  consent  and  the  patient  ultimately  made  a good 
recovery. 
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Traclieotomy  was  performed  with  successful  results  on  a boy  6 years 
of  age  who  was  admitted  on  the  9th  day  of  disease. 

13  of  the  patients  suffered  from  albuminuria  and  7 had  antitoxin  rash, 
which  appeared  between  the  12th  and  14th  day  after  administration. 

One  child  developed  chicken  pox  six  days  after  his  admission. 

There  were  3 cases  of  mistaken  diagnosis.  The  average  stay  of  22 
patients  was  39  days. 

One  patient  remained  in  the  Hospital  for  61  days,  one  for  56  days, 
2 patients  remained  for  55  days,  and  one  for  52  days. 

In  one  case  10  swabs  were  examined  before  a negative  result  was 
obtained. 

The  largest  number  of  admissions  occurred  during  October  and 
November  in  which  months  the  daily  average  of  patients  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  was  9.2  and  <^.03  respectively.  'I'he  greatest  number  of 
patients  in  residence  at  any  time  was  13. 

55  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  during  the  year.  17  of  these 
were  undergoing  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 

There  was  one  death,  of  an  infant  eight  months  old,  who  was 
congenitally  malformed,  and  who  died  three  days  after  admission. 

The  average  detention  in  Hospital  of  31  cases  admitted  in  the  first 
week  of  disease  was  56.5  days. 

The  average  detention  of  all  patients  discharged  during  the  year 
was  53.8  days. 
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'fwo  cases  discharged  from  the  Ilospital,  one  on  the  57th  day  of 
disease  and  one  on  the  53rd  day  of  disease,  gave  rise  to  3 return  cases. 

Amongst  the  37  patients  who  were  discharged,  2 suffered  from 
Otorrhoea,  2 from  Otorrhoea  and  Rhinorrhoea,  and  7 from  Rhinorrhoea. 

Desquamation  appeared,  on  the  average,  10  days  after  the  onset  of 
the  disease.  The  period  desquamation  was  first  noticeable  varied  from 
6 to  18  days  after  the  onset. 

Several  minor  operations  were  required,  and  some  of  the  children 
had  the  disease  in  a severe  form.  One  little  girl  of  3 years  who  was 
desperately  ill  was  treated  with  serum  on  the  6th  day  of  disease  and 
made  a good  recovery,  gaining  12  lbs.  in  weight  during  her  stay  of 
65  days. 

One  man  who  was  in  the  Hospital  for  48  days  gained  no  less 
than  20  lbs. 

Two  children  lost  in  weight  a few  ounces  during  their  detention  in 
Hospital.  The  average  gain  in  weight  in  all  the  other  cases  was  4v  lbs. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  throughout 
the  year  was  10.07,  as  compared  with  13.8  in  1911  and  16.1  in  1910. 


d'he  largest  monthly  average  was  19.3  in  December  and  the  smallest 
was  4.7  in  July.
